Statement of Landau’s Bookkeeper—

Louis and Alexander Landau. 
Deimar avenue, proprietors of a wholesale 
grocery store at 520 North Second street and 
a hides, wooland tallow house at 720 North 
Main street, were arrested yesterday after- 


noon on a charge of being the men who drove 


over Miss Augusta Tovell, a public school 


teacher, who. was run over and dragged to 


Geath two years ago last December. Miss 
Tovell was standing on the crossing at Grand 
and Delmar avenues on the 
Dec. 2, 1890, when a buggy 
which were two men ran over her. 
clothing caught inthe running gear of the 
buggy and she was dragged for several 
Dlocks, her mangled form being found at 
Sarah street and Lindell avenue. She lin- 
gered for five days, when she died. No clue 
was discovered of the mey who were in the 
buggy until the prese time. 

About three weeks ago information was 
furnished the police, which being investigated 
led to the arrests of yesterday. A warrant 
charging manslaughter in the fourth degree 
wassworn out against the Landaus. The 
information of which the police are in pos- 
Session wasfurnished by different persons. 
Louls Landau, Jr., a half nephew of the 
men arrested is one of the witnesses in the 
case. Heisa young man about 19 years old, 
and is employed asa cierk at the Chemical 
National Bank at Sixth and Locust streets, 
and lives at 1235 Linn street. His statement 
as made in writing to Chiefof Police Harri 
gan last Friday is as follows: 

LANDAU’S STORY. 

I remember about Dec. 2, 1890, reading about a 
Miss Tovell, a school teachér, being run over and 
dragged to death byabugey. [did not know at the 
time who was the driver or who was his companion. 
About four mouths ago l learned who the driver of 
the buggy wasand the man who was with him. 
learned of it as n aconversation between 
my mother, re. Tina Landau, and Alexander 
Landau. He said they were going west on Delmar 
avenue an! the —— lady was crossing the 
etreet.

STEONG COKRROGBORATIVE TESTIMONY. 

Henry Gray of /833 Madison street made 
the following statement: 

**] remember the killing of Miss Tovell. I 
saw the rig that drove over her. I was haul- 
ing for Mr. Cushman with my own wagon on 
Grand avenue near Delmar. Miss Tovell was 
standing when I saw the rig strike her, knock 
her down and the horse ran over her. she 
got tangled inthé front ofthe vehicle. Isaw 
something like a white skirt underneath the 
buggy, and away she went with the vehicle.

ALEXANDER LANDAU’S STATEMENT. 

Alexander Landau made the following 
statement: 

remember reading of the killing of Miss 
Tovell. I was not in the city at the time. 
was traveling in IIlinois. It was a plano box 
top buggy that we owned. 
had at the time to Jacob Bishop, Jr., 
ville, Ill. My brother told me that it ae 
Oscar Avery, our book-keeper, who 
home with him the night that Miss Tovell 
was killed. My brother said he 
drove home about the time Miss Tovell was 
kilied and noticed no excitement. The book- 
keeper gets out generally on Vanderventer 
and Delmar avenues. The book-kKeeper re- 
sides on Finney avenue. Lam positive that 
I was notin the city when Miss Tovell was 
Killed. 

OTHER IMPORTANT EVIDENCE. 

The police claim that they have two wit- 
nesses who will testify that Alexander Lan- 
dau was in thecity at the time of the acci- 
dent. They claim that they can show 
that he took the horse and bugey 
to Belleville the day after e 
accident, and sold the horse, and traded the 
bu 
the 3 morning after the accident when the 
description of the horse and buggy was read 
out to the police to be on the lookout 
for it, Police Officer Ed Creecey of 
the Fifth District thought that the 
description tallied with the Landaus’ buggy 
and went to Landaus’ place and asked the 
negro man employed by the Landaus to let 
him see the borse and buggy. The negro, 
Creecey states, told him that Mr. Alex 
Landau took the horse to pasture and had 
taken the buggy to Belleviileto be painted. 
he negro’s name is Walter Whiteley, and he 
is still working for the Landaus, He was 
brought tothe Four Courts last night and 
made the following statement: 

WHITELEY’S STATEMENT. 

T was employed on the 18th day of March, 
1800, by Alexander Landau of 4051 Delmar 
avenue, and continued in his employ until 
March, 1891. When I commenced working 
for him he had a bay mare and top 
buggy, both of which 1 took care 
of. About 7 o’clock in the morning 
one day in December, 1890—I cannot 
remember the exact date—Mr. Alex Landau 
left his nome at the above number and took 
with him the above-mentioned mare and 
buggy. and returned home the same night 
and brought with hima different horse and 
buggy. He told me he had sold the mare and 
buggy. The above-mentioned mare and bug- 
gy was the rig used by Mr. Landau to go to 
and from his place of business, and l have 
not seen it since. That is all 1 know about 
the case. 

Officer Thomas Finan of the Fifth District, 
who was nota member of the force at the 
time of the killing, states that he was on 
Grand avenue on the evening of the 
accident and saw the Landaus, whom 
he knows, drive by, going north about 
two blocks south of where the 
accident occurred avery short time before 
the accident occurred. The Landaus explain 
the factof parting with the buggy, the po 
lice state, by saying that they had been 
negotiating for the exchange before the 
time of the accident. The buggy, it was 
Alleged was bought in Belleville and there 
was some defect, and it was exchanged. 

Mrs. Landecker, the grand-mother of Louis 
Landau, Jr., who is referred to in young 
Landau’s statement as having been 
present when Alex Landau made 
iis alleged confession, lives at i014 Morrison 
avenue. She was seen by the detectives but 
denied that she Knew anything about the 
case.

He 
stated, however, thet he would not 
want to 80 into court without 
any corroboration to his testimony and 
sworn against Landau, because of the pos- 
sibility of it being a cuse of mistaken 
identity. 

CORNER’S RECORDS MISSING. 

A peculiar teature of the case is that the 
Coroner’s records of the inquest on Miss 
Tovell cannot be found. The police 
in working up the case had todepend on such 
records as they had themselves and neus pa- 
per clippings of the accident and the holding 
of the inguest. The number of 
the papers containing the evidence 
taken at the inquest is 462. 
Nos. 461 and 463 are found but 462 Is missing. 
All of the records in the Coroner’s office have 
been examined, the police state. 

THE LANDAUS GIVE BOND. 

The Landaus gave bond in the sum of $1,000 
each and were released. James Murphy, the 
pork packer, went on their bonds. The father 
of Louis Landau, Jr., was a half brother of 
the two men arrested. He died shortly be- 
fore the accident and left a large estate. His 
widow has since remarried, and it seems 
that there was some trouble between her and 
her brother-tn-law. The youn inan, the 
police state, is not the person who first gave 
them information concerning the Landaus.

MISS TOVELL’S DEATH. 


She Was Dragged Over Half a Mile by a 
EBugey:.- 

Miss Augusta Tovell met with the accident 
which resulted in her deathon the evening 
of Dec. 2, 1890. About 5:30 o’ciock on the day 
in question, she was standing on the road- 
way at the intersection of Grand and Delmar 
avenues, waiting for a car, when she was 
struck by a buggy in whicn two men were 
seated, and which was going rapidly west on 
Delmar avenue. Several persons there at 


the time witnessed the accident and heard 
her scream, ‘The buggy was not stopped and 
a moment later the bystanders were porri- 
fled to see her being dragged along by the 
rapidly moving veliicle. Her clothing had 
become fastened in some manner. They ran 
forward and shouted to the driver to stop, 
but his only response was to whip up his 
horse and race down Delmar avenue to Sa- 
rah. The rig was seen to turn south on Sa- 
rah street and then disappear. 

Halt an hour later John M. Holmes was 
driving south on Sarah street and when the 
Lindell boulevard grossing was reached his 
horse shied at same object lying in the road. 
He got down to Investigate and found that 
the obstacle was the form of a badly injured 
and unconscious woman. He started for 
help and a fes blocks away found Omcer 
Drier. The two went back and an am- 
dulance was called and she was 
conveyed to the City Hospital 
via the Dispensary. ‘here it was found that 
she was suffering from concussion of the 
brain, ber skull baving been fractured, her 
nose and jaw were broken and she was vadly 
lacerated about her face, hands and body. 
Sae Was unconscious and was entered upon 
the hospital books as unknown. Later a card 
was found upon her person giving her name 
and her address as 11 North Grand avenue. 
She died Dec. 7, five days later. 

Miss Tovell was 40 years old and a native 
of Memphis, Tenn. She had been in St. Louis 
— ears, the first three of which she was 

oyed as assistant teacher at the Poly- 
tec nic high school. She was then trans- 
ferred to e Normal school, where she oc- 
cupied a position as third assistant teacher 
up to the time of her death. Strenu- 
ous efforts were made to find the occupants 
of the buggy which dragged her to death 
but the attempts proved unsuccessful 
after a time the case was dropped

Western Banks Restore the 


Broken Down Reserve. 


New Yorkers Trying to Force an 
Issue of Bonds. 


Silver Men Supporting the Adminis- 
tration in Its Refusal. 


SECRETARY CARLISLE ANXIOUS, BUT 
WATCHING THE GAME CLOSELY. 


He Calis in All the Yellow Offered and 
Pays Express Charges— Street 
Men in Conference With Assistant 
Treasurer Jordan Name Terms for 
Supplies—Congressmen Discuss the 
Situation—Senator Voorhees Talks of 
Financial Knaves — Representative 
Epringer and Senator Stewart More 
Conservative—-How Silver May Be 
Used—The Treasury’s Condition. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 22.—The in- 
vasion made yesterday into the gold reserve 
fund of the Treasury was short-lived. Before 
noon to-day Secretary Carlisle had received 
and accepted offers of enough gold to bring 
the reserve fund upto the hundred million 
mark again. «The day may be said to have 
begun, therefore, with something in the 
nature of restored confidence. 

Mr. Carlisle declines to give the precise 
figures of the gold received, or the sources 
from which it was obtained. There is excel- 
lent authority for stating, however, that the 
relief has again come from the West and 
from localities included in whatis known as 
the silver belt. An interesting bit of gossip 
here bears on the point. 

The report is that Senator Teller, who is 
now in the West, is urging his friends to turn 
their gold over to the Government freely, 
and by relieving the pressure at this time 
make themselves sure of liberal treatment 
next winter when- Congress takes up the 
financial questions for something like per- 
manent adjustment. Mr. Teller will be the 
leader of the sivermen inthe Senate, and 
believes that he will be able to scorean im- 
portant point by showing that the silver sec- 
tion came promptly tothe Government’s as- 
sistance when the East notonly lagged be- 
hind but was openly accused of beingin a 
conspiracy to drain the country of the bulk 
of ite gold holdings. 

Whatever there may be in this story, cer- 
tain it is that the closest friends of Mr. 
Carlisle comment with severity on the attitude 
of the financiers of the East as compared 


with the responses to his appeals from tne 


financiers of the West. In fact, the feeling in 
Treasury circles here now Is that if the gold 
holdings west of the Alleghenies are large 
enough the West is likely to monopolize 
the credit of helping the Government safely 
out of its present difficulty. 

Mr. Carlisle still declines to add anything 
to the statement he made Thursday night, 
which in certain quarters was considered 
indefinite. His position is now precisely 
what he declared itto be then. He will not 
resort to silver for the redemption of Treas- 
ury notesas long as gold enough remains 
available for that purpose. There is this 
difference, however, in the situation and it 
leads to some very pertinent inquiries. 

On Thursday there was a small amount of 
free gold inthe Treasury. On yesterday the 
$100,000,000 reserve fund, heretofore held 
secure, was broken and several millions were 
taken out. The question now arises,since Mr. 
Carlisle has permitted the reserve fund to be 
drawn upon, to What extent will he honor 
drafts upon it? Would he call a halt at $10,- 
000,000 or would he feel safe in seeing the fund 
dwindle to $50,000,000? 


And when he decided that the danger point 


had been reached, would he begin to use 
silver, or resort to the sale of bonds to restore 
the gold reserve to the hundred million 
figure? Thereis no answer to these ques- 
questions obtainable from Mr. Carlisle. He 
deciines to discuss the situation excepting in 
generaltermsand upon the safe lines that 
**suficient unto the day is the evil thereof. 
He will undertake to cross no bridge until 
he comes to It, 
to-day to the Senate debates in February on 
the Sherman amendent to the sundry civil 
appropriation bill, providing for the issu- 


ance by the Secretary of the Treasury of 


8 per cent bonds to protect the gold reserve. 
When the two days debate was near its close 
a proposition by Mr. Pugh of Alabama 
brought out a novel view of the matter. 

He proposed an amendment tothe Sherman 
amendment in the following terms: 

Provided that no bonds authorized to be issued 
and sold under this act shall be issued and sold by 
the Secretary of the Treasury until the amount of 
the coin for redemption of the Treasury notes 
authorized to be S gee 88 the act hereby 
amended is redueed to 8888850 and inthe 
event of such reduction to 878859 000 in coin, no 
greater amount of said bonds Wan be issued and 
sold under this act than is necessary N A said 
redemption fund equa: to $50,000,000 in coin. 

Mr. Push made no speech in — of his 
amendment, contenting himself with this 

single observation: ‘‘I will add that the 
policy declared in the amendment is the 
policy for which the lamented Senator Beck 
contended in the Senate formany years and 
in that purpose of his he had the concur. 
rence and hearty support of nearly every 
Democratic Senator.’ 

The reference to Mr. Beck was intended for 
Mr. Carlisle's eye, as well as to influence 
those Democratic Senators who had at one 
time recognized Mr. Beck astheir leader on 
the silver question. Mr. Pugh’s amendment 
was rejected by a vote of 21 to 81 as follows:

4 hen the day closed the Treasury yt ay 
ment had toits credit siightly over $700,000 1 
free gold. It is expected tbat this will — 
increased Monday, as there is a disposition 
shown by the Western Dankers to help the 
Treasury swell its gold balance. Several 
bankers in New York, too, are ‘stated to 
have turned in gold for ‘greenbacks.

It is anticipated here that dar ipments of 
gold will be made next week, large enough if 
the present information 18 correct, to again 
wipe out the free gold and invade the gold 
reserve. No official information of these 
shipments has reached the Treasury, but the 
reports come from sources usually correct. 
In case the shipments are made there is noth- 
ing to indicate that Setretary Carlisle will 
not do as he did yesterday, viz: invade the 
gold reserve to meet all demands. 

The expenditures so far this month have 
been heavy, exceeding the receipts by over 
$2,000,000. he receipts have been $22,700,000 
and expenditures $24,900,000. This has had 
the effect of reducing the net cash balance in 
the Treasury, which to-day is $24,905,000, and 
of this amount $10,600,000 is in subsidiary coin 
and $11,000,000 isin national bank deposito- 
ries. The statementof the United States 
Ireasury, showing the classified assets of the 
Treasury and the demand Habilities at the 
close of business to-day, ts as foliows:

CONGRESSMEN’S VIEWS. 


VORH FES ON THE KNAVES OF WALL STREET AND 
CHAIRMAN SPRINGER ON BALANCE OF TRADE. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 22.—The situa 
tion was discussed by a humber of Congress 
men. Senator Vorhees, Chairman of the 
Finance Committee of tne!Senate, said: ‘‘Sec- 
retary Carlisle’s circular presents the finan- 
cial question in its true light, and makes it 
very clear that he has no intention of acceed- 
lug to the persistent demand of the Eastern 


bankers for the issuance of bonds: These 
continued demandsfor gold are not occa- 
sioned by any legitimate meusure, such as 
the balance of trade. They are made Dy 
Knavish brokers who seek for their own per- 
sonal profits to force tne country into the 
position of a borrower, and so convey the 
Impression to other countries which hoid 
American securities, that the United states is 
in a condition bordering on bankruptcy. 

There is not the slightest danger oftheir 
succeedingin their purpose. The govern- 
ment credit cannot be affected by the designs 
of sucka men. There is no danger of a panic. 
The alarm which emanates trom New York 
has produced no effect elsewhere. The West 
is not fearful of any disaster, and the bank- 
ers of that section have shown their confi- 
dence inthe government by volunteering any 
ald that may temporarily be needed. 

‘*These shipments of gold are made with 
just one object in view. It is purely an arti- 
ficial demand, and the schemers will dis- 
cover, if they have not already made the

WASHINGTON, April 22.—Nothing is now 
gawd to make the recently ratified Rus- 
extradition treaty operative but the ts- 
suance of a proclamation by the President. 
The Senate adjoured without making the 
treaty public, and the state Department has 
since guarded the document with the usual 
Gipiomatic secrecy. The following synopsis, 
obtained from a reliable source, contains the 
tmportant points covered by the treaty:

BRUSSELS CONFERENCE. 


REASSEMBLING MAY BE POSTPONED— 
LONDON TOPICS. 

Lorpow, April 22.—The almost forgotten 
subject of the Brussels monetary conference 
has been revived by the announcement 
that the reassembling of the delegates will be 
postponed probably from May to September. 
The proposal of delay already made by 
Belgium to the Washington Government has 
been endorsed by Great Britain, which, ac- 
cording to the utterances of Sir William Har- 
court, Chancellor of the Exchequer, would 
feel that nothing bad been lost should the 
conference drop out of sight without further 
attempts to reach an agreement. 

Although the British delegates abstain 
from signing the protocol of the Dresden 
Sanitary conference, the British Govern- 
ment is putting into effect per- 
haps its most important resolution, 
The conference affirmed in this 
resolution that the only practical 
way of preventing the spread of cholera was 
to exercise strict supervision over all per- 
sons arriving from infected places and to 
subject them to rigid observation for seven 
days. The measures thus recommended 
Will de adopted henceforth in all ports of 
Great Britain.

INVESTIGATION SHOWS THAT BE HAS 
A LONG AND VARIED RECORD. 


— 


Began His Career by Blowing a faf>—His 
Next Crime, After Leaving the Peni- 
tentiary, Was the Stealing of a Num- 
ber of Horses in a Bunch—Gen»ral 
Crime News. 


HILLsBoro, III., April 22.—James Collins, 
alias J. B. Clark, is a prisoner in the Macon 
County Jail, charged with being a horse- 
thief. If events coming to light since his 
capture for the present crime, which he con- 
fesses, prove to be true, he is one of the most 
successful and lucky thieves in the country. 
Macon County officiais a few days since re- 
ceived from Williamsburg, Ky., a descrip- 
tion ofa stolen horse, Collins wasa resident 
on a farm near Dalton City and originally 
came from Willlamsburg, Ky. A horse he 
had recently brought to Dalton City after a 
trip away frdm home was a counterpart of 
the one described by the Williamsburg om 
clals, and the Macon County officers arrested 
him. James Hutchinson, the owner of the 
animal stolen in Kentucky, came up 
and recognized both horse and 
thief, after which Collins made 
a confession. Hutchinson how gives 
the history of Collins, who he says is 40 
years old and was born in Gront County, 
Ky., Where his mother and two sisters, all 
very wealthy, stillreside. His father was a 
wealthy land owner and miller. Ten years 
ago Collins broke into and blew open a safe 
in astore near Williamsburg, getting a large 
sum of money and other valuables. He man- 
aged to keep out of the penitentiary, how- 
ever. Two years afterwards Collins and a 
partner named Al Kendall stole a number of 
horses in Texas, and a sheriff's posse pushed 
them so close that Kendall was shot and 
killed. Collins escaped, and a year after- 
wards turned upat his oid home. His stay 


was short, as he was forced to leave by om 
cers hunting him. He then located at Dalton 
City, but this fact was unknown to Kentucky 
and Texas officers. Some months ago, after 
a trip away from home, he came back with a 
fine black horse, refusing to say where he got 
it, but Hutchinson states this animal, a fine 
trotter and saddie horse, was stolen from a 
Williamsburg man. Last July Hutchinson 
had a $250 driver stolen from him. The horse 
was one of a $500 span, a match team. The 
animal was traced to Cincinnati and the 
track lost. Collings was away from Dalton 
Oity in July. The 2ist of March, 1893, the re- 
maining animal of Hutchinson’s match team 
disappeared, as did also a set of single bar- 
ness nda neighbor's buggy, and this is the 
horse which led to Collins’ arrest.

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OUR ANNUAL GOLD SCARE. 


Every year fora number of years there 
has been a drain of gold from this country 
to Europe and a good deal of panicky talk 
about it. But before the end of the year 
the tide has annually turned the other 
way. 

It is true that, in the twelve months 
ending with March, our imports of mer- 
chandise have been $53,000,000 in excess of 
our exports. But it is also true that, in 
the twenty-four months ending March 31, 
our exports have exceeded our imports in 
value by more than F115, 000, 000. A part 
or all of the apparent balance of 3, 000, 000 
against us in the last twelve montbs 
represents money paid to the foreign car- 
riers of our commerce, or money spent 
abroad by our tourists or invested abroad 
in titled husbands for our girls, or drawn 
from this country to pay for English 
estates purchased or leased by American 
nabobs, 

The state of trade therefore fails to afford 
a basis for the fear that Europe is going to 
grab all of our $740,000,000 of gold or any 
dangerously large part of it by means of 
adverse trade balances within the next 
year or two. 

There are probably enough freely diluted 
American stocks held in Europe to absorb 
all our gold if those securities were sent 
home all at once for liquidation. But there 
is no likelihood of any such movement 
until foreign holders become panic-stricken 
with the idea that we are about to put our 
currency on a strictly silver dollar basis, 
and there is nothing in the attitude of the 
Cleveland Administration or in the acts of 
Congress so far to start any such panic.

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THE MORALITY OF DANCING. 


A legal fight containing rich promise of 
entertaining and perhaps instructive in- 
formation on dancing, with special refer- 
ence to its moral aspects, has been brought 
to an abrupt and disappointing termina- 
tion by the decision of Judge Ellison in 
the libel suit of the St. James Military 
Academy against the Ministers’ Alliance 
of Macon, Mo. 

The basis of the suit, the facts of which 
have been fully published in the 
Post-DIsPATCOH, was a set of resolu- 
tions adopted and published by the 
Macon Ministerial Alliance denouncing 
the dancing school of the academy and 
the practice of permitting dancing at its 
social entertainments as harmful to the 
moral and religious interests and calling 
upon the people of the town not to attend 
the academy’s gatherings. Damages were 
thereupon asked to the extent of §20,000 by 
the managers of the institution forthe in- 
jury alleged to have been inflicted upon it 
by the publication of the resolutions, 

The case apparently opened the way for 
a transfer of the mooted question of the 
morality of dancing from the ecclesiastical 
courts, where it isa source of inexhausti- 
ble and never-ending discussion, to the 
civil courts, where ite status might 
be speedily determined by the cold logic 
and fixed principles of law. It was fair to 
expect a lot of interesting testimony with 
regard to the dance and the moral effects 
of its various forms upon different people. 
It was fair to expect some definition of the 
boundaries, where innocent amusement and 
strict morality ceases in the dance and 
some interesting testimony of its effects 
upon subjects ranging from the grave 
deacon with a delicate moral constitution 
and unlimbered legs, to the hardened dev- 
otee with a robust conscience on the one 
side and the thoughtless youth and maid 
on the other. Judicial instructions and a 
verdict defining in some measure the moral 


the case with the curt common sense opin- 
ion that as no immoral practices were 
charged no ground of libel had been raised. 
He viewed it solely as a matter of religious 
opinion with reference to a practice which 
is per se neither illegal nor immoral, and 
so ended .the question as far his 
court is concerned, 
fore left where it was with the dancers frée 
to follow their inclinations and judgments 
and the ministers free to hold them up as 
wayward and harmful sinners without fear 
of inroads on their slender salaries. 

It is imteresting to note that while the 
managers of a boys’ school are so sensitive of 
reputation with regard to the moral char-. 
acter of its dances the managers of the- 
atrical attractions where business inter- 
ests are more immediately and deeply in- 
volved seem wholly indifferent. It is a 
rare thing for theatrical managers to do 
more than make a mild protest against de- 
nunciation of the immorality of the dances 
they exploit or send invitations for the 
clergy to view and pass judgment upon 
them. There is now a spectacular show in 
Chicago exhibiting a French dance which 
is denounced as immoral and even inde- 
cent by the column in the daily press, yet 
there is not the slightest prospect of a libel 
suit. It seems to make a vast difference in 
matters of this kind whether ‘‘the boys’’ 
to be caught are young or r old. 


VICTIMS OF VANITY FAIR. 

The Craven-Martin wedding and its at- 
tendant exhibition of snobbery have 
brought out a great wail of grief because 
they are taken to indicate the degeneracy 
of American society. 

The conclusion is erroneous. The de- 
generacy it represents is only a phase of 
American society and is limited to a small 
circle. The atmosphere of Vanity Fair 
has a strange effect upon the vision of 
all who enter it, especially upon those 
unaccustomed to its glare. It distorts 
and misrepresents all things. It magnifies 
wealth and obscures worth; it gives undue 
prominence to accidentals at the expense 
of essentials, and lends to external ap- 
pearances the semblance of reality. 
Through its medium an ancestor, an acci- 
dent of birth and a long purse appear of far 
more value and importance than charac- 
ter, culture and refinement. 

The sudden acquisition of fortune 
through the rapidly developed resources of 
this country has imposed the most aggra- 
vated form of this distortion upon a few 
Americans. They have founded a shadow- 
worshiping society at home, and when 
brought in contact with the more impos- 
ing and venerable accidentals of the Old 
World their perceptions have been wholly 
warped, Their ambitions have been en- 
tirely diverted from the true and sound 
ends of life. It is no wonder, therefore, 
that under the influence of their mania 
for glittering appearances these people 
are willing to forfeit self-respect and 
genuine happiness, that mothers and fath- 
ersare willing to sacrifice and sons and 
daughters are willing to be sacrificed to 
gain a meretricious and passing glory, to 
lead so-called society, to have the highest 
seats at banquets, to be objects of curiosity 
to gaping mobs and gain pages of descrip- 
tion in the daily newspapers although ac- 
companied with open sneers. 

But the wail over the degeneracy of such 
Americans is reassuring. The wave of 
scorn which greets their folly is proof that 
the mass of the people are sound at heart 
and hold true views of life and its proper 
work and ends, that they value men and 
women for what they are and despise 
snobbery. The vast majority of Americans 
view with pity and contempt these victims 
of Vanity Fair who barter the real goods of 
life for its gaudy baubles. They are the 
foam bubbles on the sea of democracy.

A MUSEUM FOR Sr. LOUIS. 


The London Museum is the largest in the 
world. It is a compend of universal 
history taught by object lessons. The 
South Kensington Museum is a collec- 
tion of wonderful and richly diversi- 
fied specimens. The museums of Paris, 
Vienna and Rome are filled with objects 
that instructively illustrate French, Aus- 
trian and Italian archeology. The Mu- 
seum of Naples contains myriads of Pom- 
peiian articles which the ashes of Vesuvius 
have preserved for modern inspection. The 
museums of Bombay and Calcutta are full 
of objects that represent the quaint 
splendor of Oriental civilization. The 
museums of every land are replete with in- 
structive entertainment. They approach 
art galleries in the interest which they 
awaken, and libraries in the information 
which they impart. 

The rooms of the St. Louis Historical 
Society contain an archelogical collection 
which will be exhibited at the Columbian 
Exposition. Its wealth of Indian flint 
manufactures is large. Its cabinets of 
arrow tips, spear points, knives, hammers 
and spades are perhaps the finest in the 
world. 

The excelience of this display suggests 
that St. Louis ought to have a great 
archslogical museum. All of the chief 
capitals of Europe, and nearly all of the 
large cities of America have such treasure 
houses. Madison, Wis., is not one- 
fortieth the size of St, Louis, but it hasa 
museum whose historical and archzelogi- 
cal collections are valued at $600,000. The 
central city of the Mississippi Valley isa 


features, 
lines of the art terpsichorean and the lim- 
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wdlogy will never base to regret the sale 
and dispersion of the rich collection of 
Indian curiosities which formed the most 
attractive feature of early St. Louis. 

Though these precious relics have been 
scattered beyond recall it is not now too 
late to obtain partially equivalent treas- 
ures. It is still possible to make collec- 
tions that would be highly useful to stu- 
dents of comparative ethnology. 

Intelligent search could secure fossils 
that would exhibit the strange and varied 
forms of animal life which once existed in 
the Mississippi Valley, while specimens 
of stone and ore would represent its geo- 
logical formations and mineral wealth. 

A museum devoted to such uses would 
be a fit depository for historical docu- 
ments. The safety of a fire-proof build- 
ing would invite larger endowments and 
stimulate collectors to, greater activity, 
The St. Louis Historical Society would re- 
ceive larger contributions and its friends 
would work with increased energy, if its 
treasures were secure from the hazards of 
fire. 

If the recent proposition to build an art 
gallery in Forest Park is carried out why 
not erect an edifice large enough not only 
for the needs of art, but also for the re- 
quirements of a museum and historical 
society?

THE RELIGION OF EXTERNALS. 


The religion of externals, which is the 
only faith of the class of people known as 
snobs, seems to be growing very rapidly in 
this country, The delight with which the 
newly created ambassadorial rank was re- 
ceived and the purchase of a title by a 
cooper’s granddaughter are recent exam- 
ples of this strange exotic, whichis so 
foreign to democratic society and so dis- 
agreeable to those who possess really demo- 
cratic instincts. 

The extinction of personal worth as the 
measure of esteem is the first requirement 
of this curious religion. The first question 
asked concerning a new made acquaint- 
ance is, Who is he? not What is he? If the 
answer to the first is that he is an Earl, it 
does not matter in the least what the 
answer to the second might be, The 
inquirer does not think of per- 
sonality, owing to the wrappage of 
title and trappings. That there is a 
personality is often learned, however. 
The girl who weds for wealth or power or 
social position always finds it out, but not 
until after «marriage, when she disco vers 
how very inconvenient some kinds of per- 
sonal character may be. The love for ex- 
ternals which prompts so many girls to 
think of the who, and causes them to 
forget all about the ‘‘what,’’ governs all 
religionists;of this sect in the choice of 
friends; which amounts to saying that 
there is very little friendship among them. 
Everything depends upon the faithful and 
correct observance of certain prescribed 
forms and the entertainment of certain 
ideas which may or may not be rational. 
A slavish adherence to these forms is im- 
perative, for any departure from vogue 
implies an independent spirit and 
original mind which it is unseemly to 
exhibit. It argues the presence of turbu- 
lent ideas, an ‘‘uppish’’ disposition, not 
in harmony with the element of character- 
less calm which is the earthly paradise 
promised to him who conforms. 

It is easily seen that the devotees of this 
religion must for the most part be dull 
witted persons. They are on guard against 
new ideas, which are regarded as destruc- 
tive of the proprieties and a disturbance of 
the center of gravity of the snob’s world. 
This is true, and proves that the snob, 
although dull, is not altogether a fool. 
He knows better than to overload his mind 
and run the risk of mentaldyspepsia. But 
this is probably the only original conclu- 
sion he ever reaches. For the rest, his 
ideas are ready made, which he accepts 
without asking whether they fit him or 
not. To be exactly like every other mem- 
ber of the sect in external appearance is 
the ideal of every devotee. 

This religion is at the bottom of the de- 
sire for ambassadors. Every other civil- 
ized nation has them, and ‘‘of course we 
don’t like to be odd. It causes Ameri- 
can girls to marry fools and rakes when 
they think they are acquiring only earls or 
counts; and in humbler spheres induces so 
many to sacrifice all else to wealth or us- 
age, starving their real selves to feed the 
god of conformity. And yet, dreary and 
commonplace asitis, Americans struggle 
to get into the snob’s world. It does not 
matter how; they buy their way in and 
marry their way in, but get in they must, 
And yet we are democrats. 


GREAT BRITAIN pays her ambassadors 
from 7, 500 to $45,000 per annum. This is 
all well enough for the Britishers if they 
choose to spend so much money for so lit- 
tle in return. Possibly the heavily bur- 
dened British taxpayer thinks that as he 
has to support a royal family he may as 
well go further and submit to all the other 
expensive foolishness which is supposed 
to be necessary to a great empire. There 
is no reason why we should ape the follies 
of any nation. When we declared our in- 
dependence we meant independence.

royal personage has but to signify his or her 


amusement to cause quite a futter of excite- 
ment in the bosoms of the managers, ano 
Dare, them feel that they are more than re- 
— *and all that sort of thing. So far 

from this being the case, it isa fact that the 
crowned heads and their families pay an ex- 
orbitant price for their amusements, and are 
consequently regarded by managers as angels 
of the sort whose visits are by no Means few 


When the Prince of Wales, for instance, 
visits the theater, the expediture for box 
hire alone amounts to £2, or $100. This is 
an unwritten law at court, whether the 
house boasts of a royal box or not. The iat- 
ter, as its name implies, is that set apart for 
kings, queens and their biood relatives. It 
is surmounted by the crown of England, and 
is of course fitted in more sumptuous style 
than those that surround ft. 

With one or two exceptions this box is not 
reserued exclusively for royalty, and it can 
be hired by any one who cares to pay the 
price—about twice as much as is charged for 
the private boxes. The exceptions are the 
Theater Royal, Drury Lane,the Italian Opera 
and the Haymarket theater. In the case of 
the Haymar«et the entrance tothe royal seat 
isin a street back of the theater, Suffolk 
Street, and it is reached only by passin 
through a te house. This house is le 
cen ditiona upon the right of way being 
granted to princes of the blood. 

Although the royal box is open to the pub- 
lic, very few care to occupy it. ‘The upper 
ten’’ of London shun it, for to be seen in 
that box is to be stigmatized a rank outsider, 
a nouveau riche or a foreigner who knows no 
better. Even where it comes a case of 
Hobson’s choice—take it or go without—those 
in the know keep as far in the background as 
possible. For when it is decided that the oc- 
cupant is neither a royalty nor ambassador, 
he comes in fora good deal of attention of a 
not ver ry flattering description, 

The ‘‘outward and visibie’’ sign of the 
presence of royalty at the theater is the 
guard of honor, composed of a corporal’s 
guard of grenadiers, stationed outside the 
doors. That is, it is so at those theaters 
which do not bear the title of royal, for in 
these exceptional cases, as at Drury Lane, 
the Haymarket and the Oovent Garden, the 
guard of bonor is always mounted the year 
round while performances are given, his 
is in case ror alty should make up its mind at 
the last moment to look in. 

Butifthe Prince of Wales pays $100 and 
more for his entertainment it must be ad- 
mitted that there is also an increased trouble 
and expenditure incurred by the house of 
which others have no idea. At the most im- 
portant, Drury Lane Theater, there is a 
drawing room attached to the box, a draw- 
ing room beautifully upholstered in oid gold 
and tapestry, a couple of bottles of wine, a 
box of cigars and acase of the Prince’s 
favorite cigarettes are iaia on the table. 
There is also the programme, a white 
satin square—upon which the cast 
is printed in gold. This latter is sup- 
Poe in compliance with court etiquette. 

he wine and other refreshments are at the 

discretion of the management, and in some 
cases tuey are conspicuous by their absence. 
If it isthe Princess of Wales whom they are 
entertaining, the managers provide a bou- 
74 which is placed on the ledge of the box. 
tis understood that when members of the 
royal family visit the theater they are in- 
cognito, and unless the orchestra strikes up 
the national anthem, the majority of the au- 
Gience are not aware of their presence. If 
the anthem is played it is a —— that the 
visit is a forma! one and the audience rises 
as a mark of respect. 

The Emperor of Austria acts altogether 
differently; believing that his subjects love 
to see him in their midst, he takes a promi- 
nent position in full view of the house, and 
the consequence is that the royal box is the 
center of attraction, the actors playing to it 
**tor all they are worth. 

But the management is sometimes taken 
by surprise in the London theaters. Oalyv a 
fow weeks ago the Prince of of Wales paid an 
unexpected visit to atheater that does not 
boasta royal box, but in a twinkling two 
private boxes were knocked into one, and 
the management pocketed the price of five. 

Queen Victoria, who does not patronize the 
shows, has her amusements brought to her 
palaces ‘‘by command. Of course, this is a 
survival, in name only, of an ancient cus 
tom. The command“ is nothing more or 
less than an engagement, often made weeks 
ahead, the company agreeing to appear for a 
Stipulated sum. From a managerial point of 
view this is a wod-send, for it is worth all the 
printing and advertising that could be pro- 
cured for money. 

The company so engaged journeys to 
Windsor by special train, and, after the per- 
formance, dinner is served to the players in 
the lower banqueting hall. The manager re- 
cetves an envelope containing a check signed 
by Sir Henry Ponsonby, the Keeper of the 
Privy Purse. and fü the play has especially 
pleased the Queen, the manager is also pre- 
sented witha photograph of her majesty, 
surrounded with Dbrilliants. Sometimes the

falls to invite wy! circus that may be en 

route threugh the town of Windsor to pass 

through the grounds for the purpose of giv- 
ing the ciilldren a treat. 

Those around her, however, often remark 
that she takes quite as keen an interest in 
the clown and the animals as does the young- 
est member of the family. 

She is also a great purchaser of pontes and 
other live stock from traveling shows; as 
there isno bargaining in these trades, circus 
men often makea goodthing out of sales at 
Windsor. 

The performers share in the good fortune, 
tor as the pageant passes the center of the 
terrace, where are seated the Queen and her 
family, gold pieces are thrown to the clowns 
and others who most attract tue notice of 
the spectators.

SHE CHARGES CONSPIRACY ON THEIR 
PART IN arenen e

The Trial Begins With Sensational Coun- 
ter Charges—Mrs. Collins Testifies 
That Shs Does Not Know Whether She 
Isa Wit, or Not—Dan Collins Grows | 
Excited, Is Reprimanded and Fined by 
the Court. 


CARTHAGE, Mo., April 22.—For the past 
three days the time of the Circuit Court has 
been taken up with the trial of T. B. 
Hagghawout, Dan Oollins and Judge 
E. O. Devore, who were jointly 
indicted by the Grand-jury for 
conspiracy and attempt to defeat 
the due administration of justice. Owing to 
the prominence of parties concerned great 
interest has been aroused. Hauchawout is 
known all over the State as one of the pillars 
Of the Republican party and as the traveling 
companion of Wm. Warmer during the late 
campaign. 

Devore was special judge in the Dan 
Collins divorce case, which Was tried in 
June, 1892, at Joplin. 

Collins is one of the wealthiest men in the 
Southwest and is well known in all sporting 
circles. 

Some years ago he married a young 
widow named Mrs. Hollingshead, 
who visited Joplin as a 
special correspondent of a Kansas City pa- 
per. Their married life soon became clouded 
as the wife was jealous of a former mistress 
of Collins, who continued to live in a block 
owned by him in the city of Joplin. 

Mrs. Collins entered protest,and as she 
says, was provoked into attempting 
to kill Mattie Varling, the woman above 
mentioned, For this deed she was indicted, 
tried and convicted. 

Subsegquentiy a divorce was sought by. 
Collins and finally granted by Special Judge 
Devore, When apprised of the 
decree Mrs. Collins was indignant 
and with the aid of attorneys 
took the case to the Kansas City Court of 
Appeals. Haughawout had been her attor- 
ney, ana she made charges which resulted 
in his indictment with her husband, and the 
Judge who granted the decree. 

The State side of the case has been con- 
ducted chiefiy by John H. Fianni- 
gan, who is also a promi- 
nent Republican politician. A motion 
to quash the indictment was made, to which 
Judge Devore excepted, as he preferred to go 


to trial. 
The motion was overruled and a jury 


called. 

J. H. Flannigan stated this was the 
first case of like character in 
Jasper County, or even in Missouri, 
wherein a judge of a court, with attormey 
and client, were charged with conspiracy to 
prevent the due administration of justice. 
He outlined what was to be proved, and said 
the State would show that collusion between 
the parties had existed, which would war- 


rant conviction. 

On behalf of the defense, L. P. Cunningham 
said he ought to have come defore them. It 
was simply a fight between Flannigan and 
Houghawout, whose greatness was too dig 
for Jasper County. Houghawout had 
for years assisted in prosecuting Flannigan 
and now the tables were turned. 

Each day’s contest has been warm and 
many legal tilts occurred. The chief feature 
was when Flannigan asked to have Mrs. Col- 
lins called totestify. Defense protested that 
as wife of Collins her testimony was inad- 
missable. After lengthy argument the Court 
decided for the State. 

Mrs. Collins testified that she did not know 
whether she was the wife of Collins or not. 
She married him, but since the divorce pro- 
ceedings was not certain of her standing. 
She detailed the manner in which the trial 
was conducted and admitted signing a con- 
tract waiving all claim to Collins’ property, 
but said it was simply done to save assaults 
upon her Character. 

On cross-examination Mrs. Collins admit- 
ted knowing that Collins had a mistress when 
she married him. She testified as to the 
manner in which her interests were treated 
by Houghawout as her attorney, and sald she 
was surprised he bad not done more to pro- 
tectthem. When the State rested to-day de- 
murrers were offered by defense and argued 
by counsel, 

Mr. Cunningham said that Hannigan had 
his revenge and the case should be closed. 
Judge Robinson overruled and the defense 
put Judge E. C. Devore upon the stand, who 
made defense of his own conduct. He was 
cross-examined by Flannigan very rigidly 
and admitted he had not closely read the 
petition in the divorce case. 

While interrogating Devore, Flannigan 
asked it he remembered during the trial 
hearing that Collins had applied vile epithets 
to his wife. Defendant Collins 6 to his 
feet and said it was a lie. This 
called from the Juage 4 severe reprimand 
and led to his imposinga $25 ane After fur- 
ther cross-examination the ase was ad- 
journed untl! Monday. The probability is 
that it will occupy several da next week. 
The beliefi: general is that the State’s case 
is strong, but some anticipate acquittal.

On his return next week final 
preparations will be made for the National 
Convention of Republicans Clubs, to de held 
at Louisville on May land 2. All the Eastern 
members of the National Committee, which 
meets simultaneously, together with a num- 
ber of delegates to the League Convention, 
Will leave for Louisville on the evening of 
May 7 on a special train. 

In the party will be ex-Uhairman Matthew 
B. Quay of Pennsylvania, Joseph H. Manley 
of Maine, Sam Fessepden of Connecticut, 
Wm. Crane of Massachusetts, Garrett A. 
Hobert of New Jersey, Mason 8. Colburn of 
Vermont, David Martin of Pennsylvania, 
Isaac M. Potter of Rhode Island, William A. 
Autherland of New York and others. 

In case the Blaine men determine that, 
afterall, there should be a change in the 
Chairmanship of thé National Committee 
the plan is to choose Manley of Maine. 
Clarkson will not have it and Manley has 
galid to his friends recently that he has no 
desire to be the chief mourner at another 
party funeral. Perhaps this may account 
for Clarkson’s sudden championship of the 
cause of Carter. It is not recorded that pre- 
vious to the news that Harrison had decided 
that Carter ought to be retired, either Clark- 
son or any others of the old Blaine guard 
were anxious to have the Montana man re 
tained.

New Yorn, April zz. — Tue fleet of all na- 
tions to take part in the great naval parade 
will sall from Fortress Monroe for New York 
on the morning of April u, and will anchor 
that night at Sandy Hook. The fleet will get 
into review formation on the morning of 
April 2%, and enter by the main channel at 
8:87 p. m., anchoring in the lower bay on the 
ebb tide at % p. m. The most interesting 
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Dolphins signal, and all hands will salute 
the President as he passes. 

It will ve a very imposing sight as the Pres- 
ident passes along the line. The yards of the 
fleet will be manned together. Every man in 
the service will be placed where he can be 
seen.

„El desertar!’’ EI desertar!’’ were the 
low-toned ejaculations I heard all about me 
one April morning in 1886, in the cabin of the 
terry - boat Edouard Fesser, as it left the 
Regla side for the two-mile trip across 
Havana Bay tothe city.

THE WOMAN SEEN, BUT COULD NOT BE 
SAVED, 


One of the Catastrophes on the Atlantic 
im Wednesday Wight’s ftorm—Hard 
Weather end a Fire Panic Make 
the Orossinr cf the Britamnic and 
Trave Exceptionally Interesting—An 
Unknown Vessel Lost on the Lake. 


New Ton. April 22.—The ocean tug I. 
Luckenbach arrived here to-day, having leit 
Hampton Roads last Tuesday, with the coal 
laden barges Corsica, Milton and Plymouth in 
tow. Connecting the vessels was a heavy 
ten -inch hawser 200 fathoms long. 

Wednesday the wind was freshening, and 
at 6 a. m. the following day the waves were 
rolling masthead high. Halt an hour later 
the gale broke in all its fury, but before the 
tug and her snub-nosed tows could make out 
tosea the seas were pounding across her 
decks. 

At 10a. m. the foremast of the Corsica, the 
first of the barges, sprung its stays and a 
moment later fell witha crash. The vessels 
had hardiy made a mile when the Corsica’s 
steering gear was carried away and she fell 
into the trough of the sea. At 38 p. 
m., while the vessels were plowing along. 

Capt. Williamson of the tug saw an ensign 
run up on the Plymouth, union down. The 
signal of distress blew out, flat as a board 
and a moment later he saw that the barge 
was in distress. The captain and mate were 
in the wheel-house at the time and the cap- 
tain yelledto him to run after and cut the 
hawser. The mate grabbed an ax and 
dashed down the ladaer and ran aft. A few 
blows severed the hawser and atthe same 
time Capt. Williamson rang the bell fora 
full speed ahead. 

The Luckenbach, trembling under full 
steam, swept down on the Plymouth, and 
just when she was abreast of the barge the 
Plymouth shot her nose under and sank from 
Bight. 

In the foam that spread over the spot 
where she sank her crew were hid- 
den, but a moment later Capt. Wyman came 
to the surface and graspeda rope thrown 
from the tug. He was hauled aboard and 
attention turned to the saving of the others. 
A few yards to the leeward one of the barges 
crew, seated in the covering of a booby 
hatch, was yelling lustily for help. They 
hauled him aboard and the tug fell back, 
While the search was continued for the 
others. 

In the froth that swept aft from the stern 
Of the tuga white face appeared fora mo- 
ment. Itwas that of oneofthecrew. His 
eyes were open, buthe was unconscious. A 
rope thrownto him fell across his face, but 
he made no attempt to save himself and 
drifted away out of sight. 

He had hardly passe l away when the roll- 
ing seas threw Mrs. Wymanto the surface, 
She was half conscious. A moment sie 
looked at the tug and then she too was swept 
from sight. Another member of the crew 
was also drowned. 

The tug laid to duringthe night. When 
they were again abreast of Barnegat the tug 
pilot came along and took the Milton in tow 
for Philadeiphia. From then on the tow had 
fairly good weather and arrived here 
to-day. Capt. Williamson said When he 
arrived that he thought during the storm 
that both — sug and barges were about to 
founder. Wyman left the tug shortly 
after she — aoe here and went to his home 
in Brooklyn, where his children are living 
with relatives, He is almost out of his mind 
from the shock.

New ox. April 2.—A relic of more than 
ordinary interest, and of which the accom- 
panying picture is an exact copy, is at pres- 
ent in the possession of W. H. H. Young of 
the Murray Hill Hotel. Its history is a re- 
markable one. 

Several weeks ago Mr. William Phillips, the 
owner of the miniature, sent it to Mr. Young 
for the purpose of having it identified it pos- 
sibip by the Historical Society. With it he 
sent the following letter detailing how he 
fonnd it: * 

„On the morning of April 9, 1965, after a 
forced march of six days, the 2th 
Army Corps, to which I belonged, was posi- 
tioned in line of battle on an old road run- 
ning north and south through a strip of 
wood lying west of Appomattox Court-house 
and Lee’sarmy. Our position was a very re- 
sponsibie as well as critical one, being right 
across Lee’s path of retreat. Inthe morning 
we commenced advancing through the woods 
back in the direction of Lee's army. We 
soon met the rebel advance, when a sharp 
but short engagement took place. 

„„The rebels broke and retreated back to 
the main army near the Court- house. While 
passing through this little belt of woods I 
glanced upon the ground and saw something 


red partly covered by the brown leaves. 


Picking it up I found it to be a red morocco 
case containing a beautiful mintature paint- 
ing set in a gold case. I took it immediately 
to our brigade commander, Gen, T. M. 
Harris, who thoughtit a paintingof Mary 
Washington. Many artists who have ex- 
amined it have given the same opinion. Re- 
fusinz all offersfor its purchase I sent it 
home immediately. 

„I prise the miniature asa memento of 
that ever-memorable day on which Gen. Lee 
surrendered himself and army to Ger. Grant 
at Appomattox Court-house. I was a musi- 
clan of Co. K, ith Regiment, West 
Virginia Volunteer Infantry. At the time lI 
found the painting I was brigade pugler for 
Gen, T. M. Harris, commanding zd Brigade, 
Ist Independent Division, 2th Army Corps. 

Some years ago Mr. Phillips in au effort to 
identify the portrait had it opened by a por- 
trait painter, but neither on the ivory back 
nor the gold setting was found any inscrip- 
tion that would give a clue to its origin. The 
artist, however,examined the painting under 
a strong microscope and established its an- 
tiquity, the examination revealing the fact 
that the red of the lips, of which only faint 
traces remain, was laid witha pigment which 
has not been used by artists during the pres- 
ent generation on account of its ability to 
fade. There seemed to be an opinion among 
antiquarians who examined the portrait that 
itis of Martha Washington and was done by

Gilbert Stuart, But how it came upon the 
Nelda of Appomattox on that fateful April 
morning when the fate of the nation was de- 
cided remains unknown. There seems to be 
no doubt that its original possessor belonged 
to a family of note. 

Within a few feetof the portrait, when 
Bugler Phillips picked it up, lay the body of 
a Confederate officer, whose identity,had the 
finder learned it, might have been some clue 
to the portrait's ownership. The dead man’s 
body was the only one in the inimediate 
vicinity. He lay there shot through the 
heart—perhaps the last man slain outright in 
the war. In spite of the value of the por- 
trait arising from its associations, Mr. 
Phillips says he is ready to surrender it to 
the rightful owner, if he can prove his claim 
and es tablish its identity.

INAL OPERATIONS. 


An Illinois Judge Defines a Medical Ex- 
pert — Caterpiliear Hatching in Pill 
Boxes—Fatching Up a Man's Broken 
Face’’—Float ng Liver—Peculiar Cases 
Noted by Doctors. 


New York, April 22.—One of the latest 
things in surgery is the employment of vege- 
table substances in abdominal operations. 
When a portion ofthe intestine has been re- 
moved something is required to keep the 
walls apart and hold the opposing ends to- 
gether for some hours, or until the cut sur- 
faces have become firmly agglutinated. For 
several years cat gut rings and plates of bone 
from which the salts had been removed 
by acid were used for this pur- 
pose. The substances are usually quite 
hard and in many cases not readily absorbed. 
To overcome this difficulty plates cut from 
‘raw white potatoes, turnips, parsnips and 
carrots were used, with the result that they 
held the ends of the intestines together long 
enough to allow a firm union of the ends and 
then were actedon by the digestive fiuids 
and absorbed, so that all traces of them 
disappeared entirely. 

A recent case of interest is that of a man 
with a badly ‘‘broken face.’’ The injury 
consisted of a double fracture of the lower 
jaw, compound comminuted fracture of both 
nasal bones anda fracture of the molaror 
cheek bone of the right side. Hemorrhage, 
which was very profuse, was checked by the 
application of ice and the use of hypodermic 
injections. The bones were set and the pa- 
tient nourished with liquid food. At the end 
of six weeks the face had assumed its natu- 
ral appearance. 

An interesting observation was recently 
made by a judge of the Supreme Court of 
Illinois in an ‘‘opinion’’ in which he defines 
a medical ex pert as a practieing physician 
who isa graduate of a regular medical col- 
lege in good standing and has practiced his 
profession for many years. Such a man he 
considers competent to give an opinion on a 
hypothetical question setting forth 
the symptoms of a deceased 
person, whether from the effects 
of poisoning or not, although he may not be 
shown to have had any such case of polson- 
ing in his own practice. The Judge holds 
that a medical witness in giving his opinions 
as an expert is not confined to his own ob- 
servation and experience, but may give an 
opinion based on information derived from 
medical books. 

In a paper read at a meeting of the biology 
section of the British Medical Society Dr. 
Boulton gave an account of some very inter- 
esting results of caterpillar hatching in pill 
boxes. The common pepper moth was the 
insect with which the peppermints were 
made. He showed that by taking an egg of 
one of these and growing it ina gilded pill 
box a yellow caterpillar would bethe result, 
When a black box was used a black cater- 
pillar was brought forth, while a mixed en- 
vironment would produce a muddled animal.

A. That the medical 
education of women is not on the wane is 
evidencea by the fact thatin nearly all the 
colleges the chasses*@re increasing every 
year. Aclass of thirty has just graduated 
from the Chicago Medical College for Wo- 
men. 

The tenth annual meeting of the American 
climatological association will be held in 
Philadelphia May 25, 26 and 27. The dispen- 
sary abuse is once more an all absorbing 
topic of discussion among Berlin medical 
men. The Medical Professional Unton is con- 
ducting an agitation which has for its pur- 
pose the keeping away from dlspen- 
saries or patients who are 
able to pay. Well directed 
efforts with the same purposein view would 
be of much benefit in this city, not only to 
many young doctors, but also to the poor 
people for whom the dispensaries are in- 
tended, and who was often crowded out by 
people who are well able to pay for treat- 
ment.

OUR’ FIRST SCHOOL. 


D. H, ARMSTRONG WIELDED THE BIRCH 
—THOS. BENTON, SECRETARY. 


Written for the SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 

The sudden death of D. H. Armstrong a 
short time ago removed what might be termed 
the first mile-stone on the road of progress 
toward the present perfected system of pub- 
lic school education. He was the first public 
school principal to serve in St. Louis, and, as 
far asthe existing records show, he labored 
continuously for nine years at a sal- 
ary varying from $500 to $900 a year. 
He is identified with the time and 
period when the public school system of 
to-day was but a struggling infant, fostered, 
however, by men who afterwards rose to 
high prominence. For example, when in 
1817 the land question arose, the Legislature 
ofthe Territory of Missouri passed an act 
entitled An act to incorporate the Board of 
Trustees for superintending schools in the 
Town of St. Louis. Gov. Wm. Clark, WIII- 
iam C. Carr, Col. Thomas H. Benton, Ber: 
nard Pratte, Auguste Chouteau, Alexander 
McNair and John P. Cabanne constituted the 
board. Gov. Clark presided at the meetings 
and Thomas H. Benton acted as secretary. 
Such were the men who laid the foundations 
of the public schools and who instructed the 
secretary ‘‘pro tempore’’ to procure a 
suitable book in which to record the pro- 
ceedings of the board. 

The history of the long fight for school 
lands, which lasted up into the 30s, is an in- 
teresting one and had much todo with se- 
curing property for the schools which is 
now very valuable. 

The old board of 1817 went to pieces for 
redsons which need not now be discussed 
and the present and existing board was in- 
corporated Feb. 13, 1833, and on the first 
Monday in April of the same year an election 
for directors was held, which resulted in the 
election of Hon. Edward Bates ana John 
Reily for the south ward, Josiah Spaulding 
and Mary P. Leduc forthe middle ward and 
Dr. Cornelius Campbell and Hugh O' Nel, 
Sr., forthe north ward. The first meeting 
was held on the 18th day of April, 1833, and 
Mary P. Leduc elected President, 

In 1834 the fundsin the hands of the board 
had so increased thata committee was ap- 
pointed to ascertain whether the board had 
the power to lend money out at interest, 
and if not to petition the Legislature for 
power to do so, and a memorial was drawn, 
which stated that ‘‘owing to several causes 
not necessary to enumerate, this board can- 
not employ the money raised, and to be 


raised, in the support of the schools or the 
erection of school houses. The present 
board is never annoyed by a surplus. 

The first move toward a school-house was 
made in 1834. A committee was appointed, 
but its report was tabled and never acted 
upon, andin 1835 a census of nod a x 
children was taken and eg mba, br.

The next needed step was taken on May 7 
1836, when Messrs. Campbell, Hoffman and 
Finney were appointed a committee to con- 
fer with the Board of Aldermen as to erecting 
school houses in the city, although it has not 
been stated what the jurisdiction of the Al- 
dermen was in the case. This committee has 
no recorded report, and what it did has 
passed into oblivion. 

In December, 1836, Mr. McLaughlin, from 
the Committee on the Erection of School- 
houses, reported that the committee had

In 1842 things began to get a little tight and 
all the assistants were discharged and sal 
aries cut for male principals to $600 per an- 
num and $360 for females. 

From 1840 to 1850 the schools prospered very 
well, and new schools were put up in various 
places. The board used to quarrel over 
salaries and appointments, and there was 
considerable disagreement sometimes. 
According tothe records availabte D. H. Arm- 
strong was principal of School No. 1 from 
1838 to 1842, and then was transferred to the 
School No. 3. There he 
when he resigned, and from 
that time dropped out of the school records 
He acted as Secretary of the board 
in 1840, and from 1888 up to resignation 
saw his salary. swell and decrease many 


times, while the board was either reforming. 


or, being a little ahead, laying out to spend a 
few dollars.

CEMETERY BELLS. 


The Tolling at Calvary is notforthe Dead 
Alone but to Signal Workmen. 

Amid tue abodes of the living the iron 
tongues of bells have a language which all 
understand. Sometimes in alarm, some- 
times with joy, and frequentiy in notes of 
melodious music the voice from the belfry 
peals through the city, and speaks to all 
that have ears to hear. 

In Calvary there is a bell tnat directs every 
move that is daily made by the animated 
denizens of that city of the dead. 
It is an ordinary bell, banging high in a 
wooden tower in the center of the grave- 
yard. Trees and shrubbery surround the 
house ofthe bell and underneath it there is 
a colony of the dead, each in his narrow. cell 
forever laid. The bell pays no heed to these 
silent neighbors, but from day to day contin- 
ues its task of helping toincrease the popu- 
lation of the ghastly city beneath the turf. 

And yet few persons are aware that the 
loquacious bell does more than voice the sor - 
rows of the bereft thousands upon whose 
ears its waves of sound break with a 
eympathetic murmur like the wall of a pro- 
fessional mourner.

more than ordinary complication. Impressed 
with a sense ofthe propriety of presenting 
an accurate professional appearance, I had 
taken remarkable pains with my toilet. I had 
the previous morning shaved off a flourishing 
mustache, and sent Walker out for half a 
dozen serious collars, as substi- 
tutes for the unprotessional **lay- 
downs“ Iusually wore. I was dressed in a 
correct evening suit and wore a pair of thin 
gold spectacies, and Polter remarked that I 
looked the sucking bencher to the life. Polter, 
whose interest inthe accuracy of my ‘‘get- 
up, was almost fatherly, had totally ne- 
glected his own, and he made his appearance 
inthe raggedest of beards and mustaches 
under his wig, and the sloppiest of cheap 
drab lounging-coats under his gown. 

I modestly took my place inthe back row 
of the seats allotted tothe Bar; Polter took 
his in the very front, in order to have an op- 
portunity, at the close of the case, of telling 
the leading counsel, in the hearing of the 
attorneys, the name and address of the young 
and rising barrister who had just electrified 
the court.

by informing everybody within whisper-shot 
that I was to defend Elizabeth Briggs, 
and that this was my ürst brief. 
It was some little consolation, however, to 
find that the unceremonious manner in which 
the facts of the cases that preceded mine 
were explained and commented upon by the 
judge, jury and counsel, caused those ladies 
great uneasiness, and, indeed, compelled 
them on one or two occasions to beat an un- 
ceremonious retreat.

the saidAnn Back. There is another count 
to the indictment, charging her with 
having received the same, knowing it to 
have been stolen. To both of these counts 
the prisoner has pleaded ‘Not guilty,’ and 
itis your charge to try whether she is guilty 
or not guilty.’’ Then to the bar., Who ap- 
pears in this case? 

Nobody replyingin behalf of the Crown, I 
rose and remarked thatI appeared for the 
defense. 

A counsel here said that he believed the 
brieffor the prosecution was intrusted to 
Mr. Polter, but that that gentleman was en- 
gaged atthe Middlesex Sessions in a case 
which was likely to occupy several hours and 
that he (Mr. Polter) did not expect that 
Briggs’ case would come on that day. 

A consultation then took place between the 
Judge and the Clerk of Arraigns. At its ter- 
mination the latter functionary said: ‘‘Who 
is the junior counsel present?’’ 

To my horror up jumped Polter, and said: 
**I think it’s very likely that [am the junior 
counsel in court. My name is Polter, and I 
was only called last term.’’ 

A titter ran through the crowd, buat 
Polter, whose last fault was bashfulness, 
only smiled benignly at those around him.

Ann Back, who was in court, shuffied up 
into the witness box and was duly sworn. 
Polter then drew out her evidence bit by bit,

No sooner had the learned Judge pro- 
nounced this sentence than the poor soul 
stooped down and, taking offa heavy boot, 
flung it at my head as a reward for my elo- 
quence on her behalf, accompanying the 
assault witha torrent of invective against 
my abilities as a counsel and my line of de- 
tense. The language in which her oration 
was couched was perfectly shocking. The 
boot missed me, but it hit a reporter on the 
head, and to this fact I am disposed 
to attribute the unfavorable light in 
which my speech for the defense was 
placed in twoorthree of the leading daily 
papers next morning. I hurried out of court 
as quickly as I could and, hailing a hansom, 
I dashed back to chambers, pitched my wig 
at a bust of Lord Brougham, bowled over 
Mrs. Briggs’ prototype with my gown, 
packed up and started that evening for the 
west coast of Cornwall. Polter, on the other 
hand, remained in town and got plenty of 
business in that and the ensuing session, and 
afterwardson circuit. He is now a flourisn - 
ing Old Bailey counsel, while I am as brief- 
less as ever.

‘MAY BE TRUSTED IN ORIMINAL CASES.

The question of the value of circum- 
stantial evidence is once more up for trial 
before the tribunal of the public. 
terest in the Maybrick case is not yet dead, 
while the Carlyle W. Harris case seems to be 
the all pervading topic of thought and con- 
versation notonly in New York, but in the 
country at large. 

Undoubtedly there is much foolish talk on 
both sides—on the side of those who look on 
the law as the perfection of reason and de- 
lieve that reason itself isa thing to which 
the term perfection can be applied by the 
non-humorist, and also on the side of those 
who unduly despise the workings of the 
forensic and legislative mind and who speak 
of the thing called circumstantial evi- 
dence’’ as or something too base and silly to 
be considered seriously, 

The right lies between these two extremes. 
We must always remember that there is 
nothing perfect with which man’s moral or 


intellectual nature is concerned, that to err 


isbuman. The justice administered by the 
courts is human and, therefore, prone to 
err. But we would be unjust to justice did 
we not take into account the infinite variety 
of intricate and bewildering difficulties 
by which it Is surrounded, espe- 
claliy in the case of great crimes, 
Crime is dark, tortuousand crafty. It often 
chooses its own ground, its own opportunity ; 
it has time to plan beforehand for concéal- 
ment or defense. Beforeacriminal is taken 
he knows that he is or that he may be sus- 
pected, to acertain extent at least he is 
aware ofthe stepsthat are being taken for 
his detection. He knows best howto throw 
the detective off his guard. It is compara- 
tively easy to propound a puzzle of which you 
have the key. But it is very difficult to guess it 
out. Itis easy enough to hide an implicating 
article or weapon. Butthe most urgent and 
repeated searches may failto discover the 
hiding place. 
HANGED FOR FRATRICIDE. 

Justice is always in presence of a puzzle. 
In proportion tothe stake at issue the crim- 
inalis intensely alert to hide the key. AI- 
most every mysterious ease of crime has to 
be solved by what is known as circumstantial 
evidence. Especially isthis true of murder. 
Acrime which noeye save that of the crim- 
inal and his victim has seen committed. 
How may that be solved when the victim 
is dead? Only by inference from sur- 
sounding and attendant circumstances. But 
as experience proves that accusing clir- 
cumstances often surround and develop an 
innocent man the law feciares that the evi- 
dence must be such as tp leave no reasonable 
doubt. Unfortunately the question as to 
what is reasonable doubt can only be decided 
by the brains of weak and fallible man. 
Though they are instructed that it is better 
to let ten guilty men escape than to punisha 
single innocent one, itis unfortunately true 
and can be proved by the records of the past 
that innocent men have suffered where it 
seemed to twelve good men and 
true that there was no reasonable 
doubdt. The very text-books on 
evidence are full of these cases. There is the 
story, for example, of the two brothers who 
traveled to a seaport town together. An ar- 
gument, vociferously conducted, ensued 
after dinner. Later they retired to a double. 

One of the brothers, seized 
with a violent fit of nose bleeding, rose at 8 
o’clock In the morning and wandered to a 
“it.

He hastily 
Ferna g the bel! and summoned the landlord, 
But ali his prvutestations of innocence were 
frre, and he was soi in the hands of 
walns of biood were traced 
from aro- room e tae edge ofa cliff, 
WFO marks a scuffie were 
found. The brother was tried, convicted 
and hanged. Left for deadon the gallows, 
his life was almost miraculously saved bya 
wandering shepherd, who, attracted bya 
low moan, cut down the pendant, half- 
choked man, resuscitated him and uSsisted 
his escape on board a vessel bound forthe 
Barbadoes. The first man he met in Roebuck 
street, Bridgetown, was the brother for 
whose murder he had been wholly convicted 
and half hanged. 

A REMARKABLE CONFESSION. 

The case of Jonathan Bradford is another 
favorite. Early ih this century he kept an 
inn on the London road to Oxford. One night 
a gentleman of fortune named Hayes stopped 
here and took supper with two other way- 
farers. Very indiscreetly he mentioned that 
he had then about him a large sum of money. 

After retiring, one of the two travelers was 
awakened by a groan in the room next to 
his. He raised himself and listened. No; he 
was not mistaken. Another groan followed 
aod still another. He woke his friend. 
Together they made their way into the ad- 
joining room, where they found Hayes wel- 
tering in his gore. And standing over the 
bed was amanwith a dark 
hand and a knife in the other. But what 
was their consternation to recognize in this 
man, caught red-handedin the very act of 
murder, the owner of the inn, Jonathan 
Bradford, himself! 

In vain Bradford protested nis innocense, 
In vain he urged that having been alarmed 
by the groans, he had seizeda dark lantern 
anda Knife, the only avaliable weapon, and 
rushed into the room only a moment before 
the guests had done so,and for the same 
purpose. Hie had deen discovered by 
the bedside with a weapon in his hand. 
There seemed no ~possibility that any 
one else could have entered the room, the 
portmanteau of the murdered man lay at his 
feet, opened and ready to be rified. It was 
shown that he must have overheard the 
statement astoits contents; The chain of 
evidence seemed complete. At the trial the 
jury speedily brought in a verdict of guilty. 

The night beforethe execution he made a 
remarkable confession. He acknowledged 
that his knowledge of the contents of the 
portmanteau had haunted him when de re- 
tired to bed, that finally the temptation had 
taken shape in hideous resolve, that he had 
gone up to Hayes’ room to do the very deed 
which he found but just done when he 
reached it. When his light fell on the 
awful scene his knife slipped from his 
palsied hand, and when he found him- 
self in the graspof his accusers he had felt 
that God's judgment was upon him. He 
owned that though in act he was gulltiess, 
yet that he was justly condemned. But 
though de dled with every appearance of 
sincere repentance, the general impression 
was that even his final confession was but 
another vagary ofa criminal nature, playing 
with truth and false hood to the very end. 
But eighteen months after the execution, 
the public was startled to learn that Hayes’ 
valet had made a deathbed confession ac- 
knowledging that he was the real murderer, 
that his object had beep robbery, but that 
before he could rife the portmanteau he had 
been frithtened by approaching footsteps, 
and had just had time to escape to his own 
room detore Bradford entered. 

A PARALLEL CASE. 
co U neo in New York State. On 
the road between Albany and Schenectady 
there formerly stood a picturesque old Dutch 
tavern known as the Blue House. One after- 
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were then separated. Wicklift left, mutter- 
ing curses and threats under his breath.

Two of his companions, riding shortly 
afterwards along the road, were startled by 
hearing a sudden cry for help.

Stretched on the road before them lay a 
human form in a pool ot blood. 
ing over him was a man grasping the handle 
ofa Knife, whose blade was plunged in the 
bosom of his victim, The dead man was 
Wickliff, the apparent murderer was 
Blake. Yet Blake protested that he 
had only arrived at the spot a 
moment before, that he had found 
the corpse, and was merely engaged in 
drawing out the knife. Noone believed his 
story. Had he claimed that he had com- 
mitted the murder in self-defense or in the 
heat of passion he might have got off with 
his life. The quarrel, the threats of the 
victim—all these were in his favor. But he 
alienated public sympathy by protesting his 
innocence. He was found guilty and ex- 
ecuted. 

Only a few months later a prisoner, under 
sentence ot death for another crime, con- 
fessed that it was he who had murdered 
Wickliff. He gave a detailed account of how 
he had laid in wait for an enemy, had mis- 
taken Wickliff for him, plunged a knife into 
his breast before discovering his error, and 
—— atthe sound of approaching foot - 
steps. 

A PRIEST CONVICTED. 

In the year 1830 Pere Francois Caudret was 
the cure ofa rural parish in France. Between 
his house and the church was a small two- 
room house known asthe Hospice, where it 
had been his custom to provide food and 
shelter for any wayfarer who might apply for 
charity. During a terrible snowstorm he 
lodged there a young woman on her way to 
her friends in a distant part of France. On 
the fifth or sixth morning the housekeeper 
going to cal! her found her murdered in her 

d. It was evident that a doubie crime had 
been committed. 

Search was made. Close to her was 
found a Knife that belonged to the priest—a 
long Corsican dagger which he had preserved 
for yearsas a curiosity. At the finding of 
the weapon Caudret was oberved to turn 
deadly pale and nearly faint. More and more 
damningevidence was accumulated. From 
the priest’s study window to the hospital a 
man’s footprints could be distinctly traced, 
goingand coming. A pair of shoes which 
were found dirty in the priest’s room and 
were Known to be his. fitted exactly into these 
prints. Moreover, a handkerchief of his, 
which had evidently been used as a gag, was 
found in the victim’s bed. Nor was the 
priest’s explanation a satisfactory one. All 
he could say was that during the night of the 
crime he had been awakened by sounds as of 
some one in his bed-room. a

But though the Bishop offered to reinstate 
him, the poor priest’s body had been so 
weakened and his nervous system so com- 
pletely shattered that he felt he could not re- 
sume his functions. An allowance of 500 
francs a year was made him bythe Govern- 
ment and he retired toa small town, where 
he died peacefully in 1863. 

Another French example of the success of 
fabricated evidence is furnished by the — 
of the old woman Who in 1850 kept a small 
shop near the Seine. She lived in a small 
room back of the shop. She was generally 
reputed to have hoarded much money. In 
the fourth floor of the building slept her shop 
boy, who kept the key of the place. One 
morning the old woman was found dead in 
her bed. She had been stabbed ro- 
peatedly. A bloody knife lay on the 
floor in the shop. This was recognized 
as the property of the hired boy. More than 
this, in one of the dead woman’s hands was 
clasped a lock of hair, in the other a necktie, 
The necktie was undoubtedly the boy’s, the 
hair looked like his. It was found moreover 
that the front door had not been broken open, 
but quietly unlocked. Confronted with the 
evidence the boy confessed the crime and was 
put to death. Not long after a boy employed 
in a neighboring shop fell iu and Ciea, but not 
before confessing that he had killed the old 
woman for her money. e had been in the 
habit of dressing the hairof the other lad, 
and had not only possessed himself of locks 
of his hair, but also of his knife and his 
cravat. Thenhehad taken awax impres- 
sion of the lock, secured another key and 
found the way open to bim. 

In British annals of crime the two most 
famous instances of circumstantial evidence 
are the cases of Eliza Fenning in London and 
of Madeline Smith in Glasgow. 

A POISONING CASE. 

Eliza Fenning was a young girl of 22, em- 
p‘oyed as a cook in the family of a Mr. Tur- 
ner. The household consisted of Turner and 
his wife, two apprentices named Gadsden 
and King, Sarah Peer, the housemaid, and 
Eliza herself. Oneday Mr. Turner’s father 
came to dinner, and yeast dumplings were 
served up for dessert, The three Turners 
had har iy tasted of the dish when they were 
seized with agonizing pains. Gadsden and 
Eliza had also partaken and they suffered the 
saine symptoms. The maid and the other 
apprentice did not touch the dumplings.

It is separated Samarcand 
by a naked hill, the soll of which is one 
vast cemetery, The sepulcher of Khodja - 
Daniar is duilt on a sortof terruce or cornice. 
A half-dozen great masts, fromthe tops of 
which hang some sacred rags or tougs made 
of horse tails, and the height of which is 
proportioned tothe importance of the saint, 
rise above the sargophagus, which stands in 
the open air, sheltered by no building of any 
kin. This sarcophagus is constructed with 
heavy masonry. The saint who reposes there 
is, beyond a doubt, really dead, but his mode 
of behavior is more than curious, since, 
though dead,he continues to grow constantly 
in his sepulcher. 
Every two or three years the mollahs, who 
are the guardians of the place, determine by 
a learned ca culatlon, the data of which 1 
was not able to learn, how much it is proper 
to lengthen the sepulcher in order to make its 
dimeuslons correspond to those of its tenant, 
To judge from the present length of the tomb 
the height of the Prophet Daniel was, or 
should have been, atthe date ofmy visit in 
1891, abouteighty feet. His height must be a 
little more now. It should be observed that 
tne growth of the saintis in length only 
and not in breadth. 
the breadth of the shoulders is not in 
roportion to that of his height. There exist 
nother parts of Islam other tombs ofthe 
Prophet Daniel, Of these others one of the 
most celebrated is at Cairo. This fact need 
not astonish us; the Mussulmans admit with- 
out hesitation the duplication or even indefi- 
nite multiplication of the bodies of holy per- 
sons without their veneration for each of the 
remains being diminished inthe least. It is 
worth noting that the nature of the honorary 
qualifications accorded to the same saint 
varies in different countries. Thus, 
for this same Daniel 
has the name of Nebbi- 
Daniel, that they gave him the title 
of Prophet, as being atthe same time that 
which suits him best and is the most honora- 
ble they can confer. In Algeria or Morocco, 
feudal countries, the title they give to saints 
is Siadl, which signifies Lord, whichis also 
the title there of military and political 
chiefs. In Central Asia they give to those 
canonized persons whom they respect most, 
as to the Prophet Daniel, the title of Khodja, 
which means in AraDic writer or lettered.

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RECENT LEGISLATION CONCERNING 
THEIR LEGAL STATUS AND RIGHTS. 


Written for the SUNDAY Fosr-Disraren. 

There has been a marked movement of 
late years in a number of States looking toa 
geners] improvement of the legal status of 
woman. The movement originated in the 
States west ofthe Alleghanies and, although 
there have beena number of champions of 
woman's rights and, particularly of female 
suffrage, inthe Eastern States, their efforts 
appear, so far, to have borne very little 
truit. From a legal standpoint, the women 
of the Eastern and southern States bear 
pretty much the same relation to their lords 
and masters (the men) as they did under the 
old common law of England, 

The rights of a married woman to property 
which is generally recognized as her separate 
estate are protected toa greater or less ex- 
tent in courts of equity all over the country. 

But the main tendency of recent legislation 
made tn her behalf in a number of States has 
been to give her rights before the law equal 
to those of her busband in the matter of ac- 
quiring and holding property and making 
contracts in relation to the Management and 
disposition of it. 5 

In short, the object sought isto make the 
modern married woman, as nearly as possi- 
ble, a femme sole inthe management of her 
estate. 

In some few States the legislatures have 
even gone farther, and besides conferring 
upon them the right of suffrage, Rave sought 
to make them eligible for the highest politi- 


cal positions. 

There have beena few isolated cases of 
women running for municipal offices, 
and of their being elected, Dut none 
of them have as yet secured 
seats in the State Legislature or 
been allowed to grace the halls of the Na- 
tional Congress as full-fledged Congressmen 
or Senators. They have aspired to these 
positions, but their efforts have not, as yet, 
been crowned with success. 

In the States of Wyoming and Kansas fe- 
male suffrage is firmly established and wom- 
en are eligible as voters at all elections, but 
in the balance of the States where their suf- 
frage is recognized at all it is limited princl- 
pally to school matters and small municipal 
offices. 

As notaries public, cierks and assistant 
clerks in political bodies and assemblies 
they have obtained a wider recognition and 
the possibilities in this direction in the 
near future are beyond conjecture. 

A brief glance at the prevailing laws and 
recent changes made in a number of States, 
East and West,reveals some interesting facts. 

In New York for the past two years women 
have voted for School Commissioners and 
been allowed to hold the same office. They 
may also hold property in their own name. 

In Connecticut no law has been passed rela- 
tive to the rights of women over property 
since 1877. In 1877 a law was passed allowin 
them to serve on Boards of Education, Schoo 
Committees, etc. 

In Maine women have no rights worth men- 
tioning. At the last session of the Legisiature 
the advocates of female suffrage were given 
a hearing before the Judiciary Committee, 
but accomplished nothing. 

In New Hampshire they may hold property 
and be appointed notaries public. 

In Massachusetts a bill is annually intro- 

duced styled the ‘‘municipal suffrage act’’ 
and is promptly Killed. No laws have been 
passed changing their legal rights in any re- 
spect. 
In West Virginia by a recent act of the 
Legislature a married woman can deal with 
her property asifshe were a femme sole, 
except that her husband must join with her 
in a deed convéying the title to real estate. 

The only noted change in the Ohio law Is 
that a single woman who has been appointed 
executrix or administratrix of an estate 
may continue to act as such after her 
marriage. 

It has been customary of late years to elect 
one or more women to clerkships in the 
House and Senate, and they also are known 
to hold itions of prominence in other 
public les and institutions. 

In Michigan and in Florida there have been 
no changes, while in Dlinoisand Missouri 
laws have been passed of late years which 
enable women to act and deal with their 
property pretty much as men. 

They have no suffrage in either State, but 
may become notaries, hold clerkships and the 

e. 

In Texas and in North Carolina the home- 
stead rights of women are protected, but their 
general property rights have not been mate- 
rially changed. 

A number of bills have been introduced in 
the State Legislature of Indiana to enlarge 
the property rights of women, Dut they have 
almost invariably been reported adversely 
by committees and falied to — 

In Montana no laws have been passed re- 
cently affecting the legal status of women. 
At present, however, they hold all the posi- 
tions as superintendents of the county 
schools and also a majority of the clerkships 
ia the Legislature. Last November Miss 
Elia Knowles was a candidate for the post 
tion of Attorney-General on the Populist 
ticket. She ran way ahead of her ticket, 
but still lacked some thousands of votes of 
being elected. The questioa of her eligibility 
for the office was raised, but never settled. 

The women of North Dakota have limited 
suffrage confined principally to school mat- 
ters under the State constitution. 

Under the terms of this constitutional 
clause Mrs. Laura J. Elsenhuth is now hold 
ing the position of State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, having been nominated 
as a candidate for this position, and elected 
by the Populist party at the last election, 
The last gisiature passed a bill 2 
full suffrage to women. It was first adopte 
in the Upper House, and some days later in 
the Lower. The latter body, however, after 
passing the measure recalled it from the 
Senate and expunged all proceedings rela- 
tive to woman suffrage from the records of 
its journal. The circumstances surrounding 
the Senate’s consent to return this bill to the 
House were exciting and sensational in the 
extreme, and the enemies of woman’s sulf- 
frage only succeeded by forming a combina- 
tion with the high license liquor men who 
were then endeavoring to secure the pas- 
sage of the proposed amendment to 
the constitution abolishing prohibition 
in the State. Therefore the women of North 
Dakota have been granted no additional 
privilege as to voting or holding office than 
that conferred in the @pnstitution adopted in 


1889. 

The last Legisiature passed a dil re- 
enacting a section of the oid civil code pro- 
viding that dower and courtesy are abol- 
ished,’’ and also re-enacted a section of the 
old civil code which says, no estate is 
allowed the husband as tenant of courtesy 
upon the death of his wife, noris any estate 
in dower allotted to the wife upon the death 
of her husband.“ This law was passed by 
the last Legislature, presumably in the in- 
terests of women. 

In California women can nold property 
separately; may be postmistresses, school 
directors and clerks of the legislative com- 
mittees. They have no suffrage. The same 
state of affairs prevails in Nebraska, Nevada 
and Arigona.. Bills are continually intro. 
duced for female suffrage, but none of them 
have ever passed. 

Idaho comes within the same class, though 
in Colorado they have limited suffrage, as in 
a number of other States, and may hold 
school offices and legislative clerkships.

There are many curious blunders in the 


work of painters, which stand recorded ia 


the history of art. Some are the result of 
carelessness in observation or in execution; 
others are due to ignorance. Anachronisms 


ofall sorts abound in the pain of the 
earlier masters. It is well known t some 
of these, in depicting religious scenes, trans- 
formed the humble stable in Bethlehem into 
a palace, the manger into a regal couch and 
attired Joseph and Mary in gorgeous gar- 
ments. But this wasinall probability more 
a manifestation of contemporary belief than 
a disregard of biblical history. Injudicious 
representations of sublime or serious subjects 
have often been unintentionally produc- 
tive of pictures highly ridiculous. A striking 
example occurs in a History of the Bible, 
adorned with plates, in one of which the fol- 
lowing text in st. Matthew 8, 8, is illus- 
trated: *‘And why beholdest thou the mote 
that isin thy brother’s eye, but considerest 
not the beam that is in thine own ere. The 
artist delineates the state of these two men. 
One of them has in his eye a complete castle, 
witha moatand its appurtenances, and in 
the eye of the other sticks a beam like the 
girder of a house. Metaphors were evidently 
unknown to this artist. Another in- 
stance of absurd composition occurs in 
one of the illustrations which embellish 
the ‘‘Military state of the Ottoman 
Empire,’’ a book written inthe last century 
by the Count de Marsiali, a French Academi- 
e The author, desirous of conveying the 
idea that he had thoroughly investigated bis 
subject, used the common figure of speech of 
having ‘‘sifted it to the bottom. The artist, 
a literal fellow, endeavored to express this, 
and did so by representing the author in 
a full-dress coat, hat and feather, wig and 
top-boots, shaking through a small sieve, 
supported by a triangle, little Turkish sol 

Giers of allarms, many of whom appear on 
the ground in a confused heap—camels, 
horses and men, cannons and cannon- balls— 
all tumbling promiscuously one over the 
other. On the opposite side of the picture 
are some soldiers and periwigged officers 
looking on, as ifthe operation was an ordt- 
nary one. Theartist may have intended to 
be a humorist. If so he certainly was suc- 
cessful. 

In the celebrated full-length portrait of 
Charles I., in armor, by Vandyke, there is a 
singular defect; both of the gauntlets are 
drawn for the right hand. Old Jacob Jonson, 
to whom Pope referred in the ‘*Dunciad’’ as 
left legged Jacob, commented once,speak- 
ing to Lady Wharton on this error of Van- 
dyke’s. Ihe retort was apt. It came in the 
question, Why might not one man have two 
right hands, as well as another two left 
legs?“ There are few engravings among 
those of English artof the past which are 
better known thanthe one which illustrates 
the story of Sir Philip Sydney’s refusal to 
drink the water offered him on the fleld of 
battle—its scarcity making it so precious— 
and ordering it to be given to a wounded 
soldier. This engraving isa familiar one in 
the art shops even to-day. The original 
picture was painted by the artist Mortimer. 
After his death it was engraved by Barto- 
lozzi, one of the world’s greatest en- 
gravers. Bartolozzi cared entirely for 
effect and was indifferent to the 
subject of the picture he engraved. He 
observed that the foreground was rather 
bold and he added a copious stream of water 
running at the feet of Sir Phillip’s horse. This 
certainly made the picture more picturesque, 
but at the expense of congrulity. The plate 
was subsequently altered, but the original 
proof-prints show Bartolozzi’s addition and 
are highly prized as rarities by collectors. 

In one of Holbein’s pictures, his **Adora- 
tion of the Wise Men of the East,’’ the infant 
Jesus bas a rosary in his hand and about the 
necks ofthe three kings hang the insignia 
of the Order of the Golden Fleece. 

Titian, in his Christ Breaking Bread.“ 
has grouped a choice assortment of an- 
achronisms. Two of the disciples are 
habited as pilgrims, andoneof them has a 
chaplet; the imperialarms are displayed on 
the hangings of the.room, the Dread on the 
table is as thick as a common household loaf, 
the drinking vessels are glass chatices and 
the walter has a hat and feather. 

In the great church at Haarlem, so tradi- 
tion records, there was once a painting 
which depicted the sacrifice of Abraham. The 
9 s was represented as shooting at 

saac witi a horse pistol. 

Coming down to contemporary artists it 
may be suid that they have furnished a long 
list of blunders. At the time of the first in- 
ternational yacht race some twenty years 
ago there was an engraving of the event of- 
fered for sale everywhere which represented 
the competing yachts,both salling apparent- 
ly before the wind but going in opposite 
directions. * 

At the Paris Salon not many years agoa 
celebrated still-life painter exhibited a su- 
perbly red iobster, callingit ‘‘The Cardinal 
ofthe Seas. Ifthisartist was deficient in 
his knowledge of natural history he was fa- 
miliar with his country’s literature. In one 
of his short stories Prosper Merimel used the 
designation given, and it is said that there is 
a French dictionary which includes it in its 
text, and gravely adds: **So called on ac- 
count of ‘ts color. 

The picture which gave Toby Rosenthal his 
fame was his ‘‘Elaine—the Dead Steered by 
the Dumb.“ Rosenthal proves himself by 
this picture to be superior to natural laws. 
The funeral barge on which the golden- 
haired Ethel lies in everlasting sleep is drift- 
ing against the wind and tide. 

In David Neal’s famous Mary. Queen of 
Scots, and Rizzio,’’ the artist has introduced 
a three-legged dog. 

There isa very large picture of Samson 
and Delilah,’’ admirably painted, by the by, 
which is well known on the Pacific Coast, 
having long adorned one of the prominent 
drinking saloons of San Francisco. Delilah 
has just suorn Samson of his locks, and, ac- 
cording to the artist, the implement used 
was a pair of scissors. 

In one of the largest theaters in the country 
—an opera-house inthe far West—there used 
tohangadrop curtain painted by William 
Voegtiin, the celebrated scenic artist, now 
dead. The subject was a rearranged répro- 
duction of the Westward the Star of Empire 
Takes Its Way’’ in the National Capitol. 
There are several Indian figures in the 
scene, standing in the background behind the 
horses and wagons of an emigrant train. 
Not one of the Indians has lower limbs. 
Voegtlin, who always worked in a hurry, did 
not have the timeto finish the curtain be- 
fore its use was imperative, and among the 
things he omitted were the legs and feet of 
the Indians who threaten the advancing 
emigrants. This curtain hung for many 
years before the omission referred to was 
generally noticed and commented upon.

THEY GOT EXCITED.

Chancellor Caprivi Will. Fail to 
Carry the Army Bill. 


Party Leaders Regard Dissolution of 
the Reichstag as Inevitable. 


THE SOCIALISTS GATHER STRENGTH ARD 
HAVE THOROUGH ORGANIZATION, 


They Will Not Take up Jewbaiter Ahl- 
wardt es a Candidate—Press Comment 
on Emporor William’s Visit to Rome— 
Catholic Papers Displeased—Important 
Conference at Vienna—The Hungarian 
Minister— Berlin Topics. 4 


BERLIN, April 22.—So little interest has 
been taken by the members in the proceed- 
ings of the Reichstag during the week that 
for the past six days the session could not be 
constituted owing tothe lack of a quorum, 
The House had interest in nothing except in 
calculating what the result would be on the 
division of the army Dill. Nobody doubts 
the defeat of the Government; the question 
is how many votes Chancellor Von Caprivi, 
after long intrigue wtth the Center and Na- 
tional Liberal parties, will de able to 
secure. The House comprises at present 894 
members, three seats being vacant. Out of 
these the Chancellor relies upon getting the 
support of 65 Conservatives, 18 free Oonser- 
vatives, 41 National Liberals, 17 Poles and 10 
Reichsparte, a total minority vote of 151, 
against compact opposition amounting to 248 
votes, and made up of Centrists, Freissinige, 
Focialists and other factions. Even should 
the Chancellor be able to secure tne vote of 
the small number of Catholic dissidents fol- 
lowing Herr Huenene they would not suffice 
to avert defeat. 

The party leaders are accepting dissolution 
as inevitable and are assiduousfjin their prep- 
arations for the elections. But for Herr 
Huenen’s connection with the Chancellor 
the Centrist leaders would already have 
agreed upon the form of the _ electoral 
manifesto which has received the adhesion 
of the bulk of the party. The Freissinige 
leaders, who will enter the contest thor- 
oughly united, will issue their declaration as 
soon as the Reichstag rejects the bill. The 
Socialist Committee is first in the field with 
an appeal. Their appeal says that the party 
will demand from the new Reichstag a re- 
vision of the law fixing the period 
of the Legislature at five years. 
The committee are hopeful that the 
country will return a largely increased num- 
ber ofSocialists and they call upon all the ad- 
herants of the party to put forth their whole 
resources, to organize rapidly, to subscribe 
liberally tothe party funds and to appoint 
candidates in every likely district.

Soetalist candidates in a 
The manifesto djs another. instance 
of the readiness and completeness of the 
Socialist organization.

The small section of independent 
Socialists is really of no account. 

Ahiwardt’s last chance of reelection 
through Soctalist support is gone, Herr 
Bebel andthe other leaders having become 
convinced of the bad faith ofthe man and 
the worthless character of his documents. So 
Ahlwardt Will fall back upon the Polish 
group who do not encourage his approach. 

The papers here abound in glowing ac- 
counts of Emperor William's reception in 
Rome. The North German Gazette comments 
upon the enthusiasm manifested by the 
Roman populace as proof that Italian 
adhesion tothe triple-alliance is steadfast. 
The Netssanger to-day publishes an official 
note stating that the Emperor is deeply grat- 
ified withthe warmth of the weicome ex- 
tended to him and the Empress by the royal 
family and people of Italy. The Germania,the 
Catholic organ, says it thinks Emperor Will- 
lam might have remained at home ia view of 
the political crisis that is menacing even the 
triple-alliance, 

The Germania deplores the Emperor's un- 
qualified friendship for the Itallan mon- 
archy, the origin of which, it adds, must be 
traced back to the spoliation of the head of 
the Catholic Church and the tendency of 
which is to perpetuate injustice toward the 
Church. The paper concludes its article by 
reminding Catbolics that Germany is on the 
eve ofan election and calling upon them to 
think of the Emperor’s hostility to papal 
rights. A reception in honor of the Emperor 
will be given at Lucerne on May 2. The 
Bundsrath will give the Imperial family a 
dejeuner at the Schworserhof. Despite the 
official confidence inthe successful conclu- 
sion of the Kusso-German commercial treaty, 
Russia’s 
Count sSchouvalof, the Russian Ambassador 
to Germany, have proved disappointing at 
the foreign office, where itis now held to be 
possible that negotiations will collapse. It 
is certain that if Chancellor Von Caprivi 
should do nothing no more will be heard of 
them. 

The Bulgarian Government has failed to 
obtain its required ioan of 25,000,000 marks 
through the Dutch Bank. While the nego- 
tlatlons were proceeding stories became 
current that Prince Bismarck had such con- 
fidence in the future of Bulgaria that he had 
largely invested in the last Bulgarian loan. 
Prince Bismarck authorizes a denial of this 
report and says he holdsno Bulgarian stock. 

An important conference was held in 
Vienna to-day between Emperor Francis 
Joseph and Dr. Workel of the Hunyarian 
Cabinet. The conference did not result in 
reconciling the Emperortothe Prime Minis- 
ter’s policy. Dr. Workel asked the Emperor 
to assent to certain generals and leading 
Radicals attending the unveiling of the mon- 
ument on the anniversary of the storming of 
Buda in 1848 by the Revolutionists. The Km 
peror flatly refused to give the desired per- 
mission. Ihe difference has also widened on 
the Hungarian politico-religious bills, with 
which the fate of the Hungarian Govern- 
ment is bound up. 


IMPORTANT LEGISLATION. 

HALIFAX, Nova Scotia, April 22.—The Legis- 
lature of Prince Edward Island has passed a 
bill abolishing boty the Legislative Council 
and the House of Assembly, and here- 
after the Legislature will consist 
of A lower house only, one-half 
or thirty members of which will be chosen 
by electors possessing a real estate 
qualification to the value of $325, and the 
other half will be elected by manhood suf- 
trage. The constitution ot the Legislature 
and the franchise is not to be changed here- 
after, except by a two-thirds vote of the new 
body created by the act.

SAID TO BE AT PEACE, 


REPORTED ENDING OF THE REVOLUTION IN 
HONDURAS—A CALL FOR BOGRAN. 

PawaMA, Columbia, April 22.—A report 
which has just reached here concerning the 
revolution in Honduras is so surprising that 
it is sent with all due reserve, because it has 
not been confirmed. According to this story 
the revo.utionisat an end and the Govern- 
ment is again in control. The revolutionists 
are said to have been attacked at Santa Ana, 
a small town a few miles south of Teguci- 
galpa. Many of the leaders are said to have 
been captured, and twenty-four of them 
have been executed. The report says that 
the revolutionary leader, Policarpo Borilla, 
is fleeing for his life through Choluteca, and 
is trying to reach Nicaragua. It is also said 
that Manuel Bonilla,a brother of the revo- 
lutionary chief, was defeated in a battle near 
Cerro witha loss of 100 men. Ile retreated to- 
ward the south and is believed to be follow- 
ing his brother. Members of the Liberal 
party have abandoned Bonella’s faction. The 
posts which were controlled by detachments 
of revolutionary troops are reported to be 
again in the hands of the Government. Citl- 
tens in all parts of Honduras are now clam- 
oring for the election of Luis Bogran 
as sident, his former administration 
having been satisfactory, it is believed he 
will accept a place in the Cabinet as Minis- 
ter of War after he has brought about the 
election of hisown candidateto the Presi- 
dency. This will insure the prosperity of the 
country.

REVOLT IN VENEZUELA. 


CRESPO’S RULE BRINGS ON ANOTHER REBEL 
LION—CRUSADE ON WEALTHY MEN. 
PanNaMa, April 22.—A local paper publishes 
aletter from its correspondent in Orocue 
which says that persons who have recently 
arrived there from Venezuela report that a 
revolution has again broken out in Ciudad, 
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agents in executing the decrees made no ef- 


fort to distinguish between the friends of 
Crespo and those of Palacio, the ex-Presi- 
dent and Dictator, now in Paris. The fact 
that a man was wealthy was a sufficient 
excuse for pouncing down upon his es- 
tate. In many parts of the country 
acts of vandalism have continued 
without check under the pretense of enforc- 
ing Gen. Crespo’s decrees, and open revolu- 
tion in some parts of the Republic is the re. 
sult. 

Another dispatch from the interior of 
Colombia says that a revolution has been 
organized in Tachira against Gen. Crespo’s 
Government. Both civil and military au- 
thorities in that section of Venezuela are 
committing outrages upon Colombians. It 
is probable that the Colombian Minister at 
Caracas will present a complaint to Gen. 
Crespo and demand reparation. It is re- 
ported that in Tachira three brothers, 
named Velasco, who were guilty of no crime 
were arrested by the order of Morao, the 
civil chief of the district. They were fright- 
fully tortured and then putto death. Their 
bodies were taken to the cemetery, where 
the police held orgies overthem. The bodies 
were not buried, and became the prey of 
vultures. 


LUNCHED WITH CARNOT. 


MEMBERS AND COUNSEL OF BEHRING SEA TRI- 
BUNAL OF ARBITRATION. 


PARIS, April 22.—President Carnot gave a 
luncheon to-day to the members of the 
Behring Sea tribunal of arbitration, the 
counsel in the case and members of the 
French Cabinet.

„Count Waldersee replied through the Ger- 
man War Department that no military band 
ofany kind belonging to the German Army 
had en given furlough to travel to the 
World's Fair and to perform there, and ab- 
solutely nothing was known of such au en- 
terprise in military circles there. The letter, 
besides, stated very emphatically that it is 
entirely against military etiquette toallowa 
military band of the German Army to absent 
themselves from their country for any such 
purpose. 

The reply to the letter addressed to the 
Austrian Government and written by one of 
the leaders of the most prominent infantry 
regiments stationed at Vienna is equally pos- 
itive in its denial that any such band is to 
be sent forth by the Austrian Government. 

Nothing is known here in Vienna, writes 
this prominent musician, ‘‘of even a civil 
Dand of musicians being madeup here, and 
any such announcement is decidedly a 
fraud.’’ This same gentleman begs to be 
notified of the arrival of any band styling iIt- 
self a military band from Vienna or Austria.

Joseph's 
Orphan Asylum for Boys, situated at Grand 
and Delor street, will be laid to-day with 
much religious eclat and ceremonial.

The hour 
fixed for the event is 8o’clock this after- 
noon. All arrangements for the ceremony 
are completed. Rev. Fr. William Walsh, 

astor of st. Bridget’s Church and 

resident of the Orphan Board, will lay 
the stone, according to theritual, with the 
assistance of his fellow clergy. Rev. Fr. 
Charles Ziegler, pastor of St. Malachy’s 
Church, will preach the sermon. A chorus 
of orphan boys will sing patriotic and pop- 
ular songs, and one of their number will de- 
liveraspeech. The Carondelet & Oak Hill 
steam railroad will run two trains, poopas 
at Delor street, leaving the Union Depot a 
1:15 p. m., Vandeventer avenue at 1:26 p. m., 
Union Depot at 2 p. m., Vandeventer avenue 
at 2:11 p. m.; returning, leave Delor street at 
5 04 and 5:80 p. m. The California division of 
the Union D pot Electric Railway will run 
special cars to within three biocks of the site. 
The new asylum is situated on an immense 
stretch of ground, several acres in area, in 
an elevated and salubriovs region. The 
builaing in course of erection will cost over 
$100,000, and will have ample room for the 
shelter and education of several hundred 
boys. The new asylum is intended to sup- 
plant the old one at Fifteenth street and 
Clark avenue. 

It is more then fifty years since the corner- 
stone of a small building on the corner of 
Third and Walnut streets was laid and 
opened under the care of five Sisters with 
thirty-five little orphan boy inmates, many 
of whom had lost their parents by a yellow 
fever epidemic in the South. 

This home was destroyed by the fire of 1849 
and the orphans found an asylum in the 
building on Fifteenth and Clark avenue, 
which had been erected at Bishop Rosatti’s 
earnest solicitation because it was almost in 
the country and cholera was raging in the 
city at that time. Fifteenth and Clark ave- 
nue wasadelightfulspot of high «round 
with sheltering trees and pure air in those 
days. Now it is surrounded by houses and 
grown so old as to be unsafe, and the little 
orphan boys willsoon havea new home in 
the country, which may be as much in the 
heart ofthecity fifty years hence as the 
Fifteenth and Clark buliding is at the pres- 
ent time.

Condition of the New Jersey Farming 
Community Founded by Baron Hirsch. 
NEW YorK, April 22.—W. Franklin Brush, 

J. E. Paulding, C. B. Spahr, editor of the 

Christian Union, and A. Blair Thaw, constitut - 

ing a committee of the Chadwick Club, have 

just completed an inquiry as to the condition 
of the Russian Hebrew farm colony founded 

by Baron Hirsch at Woodbine, N. J. 

Areport oftheir findings has been trans- 
mitted to the Baron. It contains evidence 
that the colony is not by any means what 
the philanthropist who established it in- 


tendedit should be. The committee claims 
to have secured evidence that the State of 
mutual suspicion and dead-lock existing be- 
tween the colonists and the trustees as 
represented by the superintendent bids fair 
to prevent advantage being taken of the 
season for planting. Though work has 
been given out, the majority of the 
colonists have refused to receive it from 
the hands of Superintendent Sabsovitch. 
They demand his removal as essential to 
the prosperity of the colony. The trustees 
have brought suit against seven of the 
colonists for the non-payment of rent. 

These trustees claim that the seven are 
the ring leaders in inciting others to re- 
volt. The indignation of the colonists has 
within a few days been again aroused by the 
eviction of two families. An old man and 
his wife were turned out ofa house on a bDit- 
ter cold night by constables armed with re- 
volvers, and their belongings were thrown 
into the highway. On the first holiday of 
the Hebrew passover the colonists witnessed 
a second eviction. It is charged 
tnat the Justice of the Peace of the adjacent 
town of Dennisvilie is in collusion with su- 
perintendent sabsovitch, in treating the 
colonists with injustice, This the Superin- 
tendent denies, adding, however, that if the 
Justice of the Peace demanded payment for 
his services that demand would be acceded 
to as thy presence of a magistrate in the 
colony if necessary to protect the company’s 
property from incendiarism. 

The farmers, bound by their contracts to 
their position on the soil, are chafing under 
their dependence on the will of one man. 
Instead of lending his influence in the direc- 
tion of developing in the farmers the in- 
stincts of self-government, the superintend- 
ent, the committee thinks, seems to have 
suppressed these instincts, thereby forcing 
the men to fall back on the secret methods of 
which he complains.

GRUESOME FIND. 


Contents ef a Box Found at the Jersey 


City Express Office. * 


New York, April 22.—Onthe Pennsylvania 
Rallroad southern express train, which ar- 
rived in Jersey City yesterday morning at 9 
0 » was a good-sized packing box, 
somewhat the worse for wear. It had been 
shipped from Charlottesvilie, Va., on the 
previous day in care of the Adams Express 
lington, Vt. On the box was marked 
**books’’ in one place and in another 
„glass. The box was unloaded to be trans- 
ferred to the American Express Co, for 
transportation to Burlington, as the 
Adams Express Co. has no office there. 
It stood on the express company's 
pler until Transfer Agent Murtagh came to 
arrange for its deliver and noticed a 
peculiar odor. He immediately reported the 
matter to the acting agent, who ordered the 
box openec. The transfer agent removed 
the board onthe top. Some excelsior and 
— wrapping paper appeared, and the 
pecuilar odor became stronger. Gingerly he 
pulled out the excelsior, then he removed the 
wrapping-paper, to find bimself looking 
down into the upturned face of a corpse. 

The box was removed to Speer’s Morgue. 
The body was found to be that of a negro 80 
doubled up that it occupied less than 
three feet lengthwise of the box. It had 
been eviscerated and embalmed probably 
about ten days ago,the undertaker said. 
Under this body there was more excelsior 
and paper and another colored man’s body 
lying in the opposite direction from the frst. 
This body had also been eviscerated and em- 
balmed and, like the top one, was nude. An 
examination of the box showed that beside 
the marks on the top, there were on one end 
the numbers 649, on one side, ‘‘Chariottes- 
ville, Va., and on the top a small placard 
ir scribed: ‘*Billed to Palmers, Mass.’

By an arrange- 
ment with the state authorities the 
University of Virginia is able to 
procure cadavers from the poor-houses 
and charity organizations at a small ex- 
pense, While in the Eastern States corpses 
are an expensive luxury. Consequently 
there is a considerable export of bodies from 
Virginia, and particularily from Charlottes- 
ville, to the North and East.

A STRANGE AUTOPSY. 


Three Unknown Men Invade a Death 
Chamber for an Insurance Company. 


New YorK, April 22.—John Shann lived 
with his mother, brother and sister at No. 25 
Witherspoon street, Princeton. He was 20 
yearsold. Sick weeks ago he was stricken 
with sickness; Tuesday morning he died, and 
all arrangements forthe funeral were made. 
They would have been carried out but for 
Special Agent Goff of the Manhattan Life 
Insurance Co. In 1885 John Shann took out a 
policy in the Metropolitan Life Insurance Co, 
and in November last he took out a 
policy for $1,000 in the Manhattan 
Co. In December he took out a 
second $1,000 policy. The amount due from 
the Metropolitan Oo. at the time of his 
death amounted to only $117. 

The agent at Trenton was notified and 
Thursday evening sent a check for the 
amount to the dead man’s mother. The 
Manhattan Co. was also promptly notified of 
the death, but when the short lives of the 
policies was noticed it was decided to move 
cautiously. 

Agent Goff of New York telegraphed Dr. 
Bergen that he would call upon him Wednes- 
day for consultation. When he 
reached Princeton, his presence together 
with certain questions asked caused the 
gossipsto starta strange rumor. It was 
to the effect that there had been foul play in 
John Shann’s deathand the insurance com- 
pany was investigating it. 

The people of tne town had not until then 
suspected anything of the kind, but before 
night the rumor was everywhere. John's 
mother told a strange story Thursday 
morning about s o’ciock. It set forth that 
at 8o’ciock in the night three men came to 
the house and rang the door- bell. Mrs. 
Shann admitted them and they requested 
permission to see the body. It 
was granted and two of them passed 
into the death chamber, while the third re- 
mained with Mrs. Shann inthe hall. In half 
anhour they departed, and Mrs. Shann 
awoke a boarder named Van Seoul to tell him 
of the mysterious visit. Van Seoul entered 
the room wherethe body lay. To his horror 
he found the floor covered with blood. He 
advanced tothe side of the corpse and as- 
certained that it had been cut open and the 
vital organs nad been removed. He informed 
Mrs. Shann of what had been done. 

Of all the internal organs only one «kidney 
and a portion of the bladder had been left by 
the mysterious midnight callers. These 
were sent to Philadeiphia to be examined for 
traces of poison. The insurance claims will

The Fire in the Silver Bow Mine Finally 
Extinguished. 


FIVE BODIES 


— 


THE IMPRISONED MEN NOT 
FOR. 


FOUR OF 
YET ACCOUNTED 


The Bodies Supposed to Be at the Bottom 
of 200 Feet of Water—The Disastrous 
Result of a Husband’s Sportiveness— 
A Child Fatally Burned—Other Oasual- 
ties. 


BuTrTe, Mont., April 22.—At 6 o’clock this 
morning the fire which has deen raging in 
the Silver Bow Mine was practically out, 800 
gallons of water per minute having been 
pumped into the burning shaft since the fire 
started. The water has filled the mine to 
the 600-foot level. There is little hope tbat 
any of the men imprisoned in the shaft by 
the raging flames will be taken out alive, 
The dead bodies of five of the victims were 
found and brought to the surface this 
morning, namely: Richard Andrews, 
Edward Pasco, Evan Pugh, A. Riavia 
and James Nattie, The bodies 
were found on the 400-foot level, 
showing that the men had by some means 
come up from the point-where the fire orig- 
inated and were afterwards suffocated by 
the smok. The bodies of the other four men, 
Frank Gerard, Richard Trembath, Thomas 
Gray and S. Rovetta, are supposed to be at 
the bottom of 200 feet of water and may not 
be recovered for several days. 

The fire is supposed to bave been caused By 
the explosion Ofalamp. The damage to the 
mine cannot yet be estimated, butitis very 
great. The Butte and Boston Co., who own 
the Silver Bow, only recently recovered from 
the loss of asmelter, which was destroyed 
by fire. The finances of the company are in 
a crippled condition, and this latest disaster 
will bea great shock to the stockholders, 
mostly Boston people. 


A HUSBAND’S SPORTIVENESS 


MAY RESULT IN THE DEATH OF AN AFFECTION- 
Ak WIFE. 

HACKENSACK) N. J., April 22.—A peculiar 
accident, which, may result in the death of 
Mrs. Sadie Carlock, occurred here yesterday. 
Mrs. Carlock went to the carpenter shop of 
her husband to consult him about the pur- 
chase of provisions for Sunday. After talking 
these matters over Mr. Carlock told his young 
wife, jokingly, that she had better hurry 
home and attend to her family duties. She 
replied facetitiously that he could not hurry 
her, although he was nearly twice as big. 
After a little good-natured bantering he ad- 
vised her to look out for herself, at the same 
time starting after her. They were in the 
upper story of the buildingat the time. The 
room, which is about twenty feet square, has 
a door through which timber is usually 
hoisted from the round, It was 
fastened by an ordinary catch and 
opened outward. Mr. Carlock weighs about 
180 pounds, while his wife is seventy pounds 
less. When he started after her she scurried 
arounc benches,horses and timbers in a very 
lively manner, until she tripped and fell. 
Her husband caught her in his arms and 
lifted her bodily. Her struggles to free her- 
self caused him to reel against the door, 
which was not securely fastened, and they 
fell to the ground, a distance of twelve feet, 
locked ineach others arms. It is supposed 
that in the fall Mrs. Carlock was under, as 
she was severely cut onthe head. Her spine 
was hurt, and she is supposed to be injured 
internally. Mr. Carlock was also hurt on the 
head and shoulders, and has been in a dazed 
condition since. Dr. G. Howard McFadden, 
who was summoned, pronounced the condl- 
tion of Mrs. Carlock especially critical, with 
the possibility of afatalresult. The young 
people have been married about two years, 
and Mr. Carlock has been in business for 
himself about a year. They were of pecu- 
Marly vivacious and affectionate dispos!i- 
tions, and the accident has enlisted the sym- 
pathy of the entire community.

FAILURES. 


Great Depression Caused by the Collapse 
ot Two Big Steel Companies. 

BALTIMORE, Md., April 22.—The announce- 
ment of the disaster tothe Pennsylvania and 
Maryland Steel companies, made late yester- 
day afternoon, has hada very depressing ef- 
fect throughout the financial cifcles of this 
city. The two concerns were regarded as 
being the largest and financially the sound- 
est Industrial enterprises in the country. As 
one financier expressed it: ‘*The failure of 
the Bank of Kngland would not have occa- 
sioned much more amazement than this dim - 
culty of the Pennsylvania and Maryland Steel 
companies. 

The paper of the companies had during the 
past four months been on the market and it 
was consinered gilt edged and was bought up 
freely by Baltimore banks. The estimates of 
the amount oftheir paper held by Baltimore 
banks differ widely. By somethe amount is 
placed at $500,000, while others say it is much 
less. The amount. is so distributed, how- 
ever, that the banks holding it would not be 
seriously affected if they should lose it all. 
The bank officers say they expect to receive 
100 cents on the $1 and that the suspension of 
payment will only be temporary. The opin- 
ion is quite general that the Pennsylvania 
Steel Co. has been taking bonds from various 
railroad companies in part payment for rails 
and as bonds are so low at present it is sup- 
posed that in preferencé to selling such se- 
curities the company asked fora receiver to 
protect itself and to keep from being pushed

GUNSTON HALL. 


The Heme and Estate Furchased by Mr. 
Joseph Specht of St. Lcuis. 
Special Correspondence SUNDAY PosT-DISPATCH. 

ALEXANDRIA, Va., April 20.—The fancy for 
buying colonial homes, with their legacies of 
historic associations, is one that is very 
prevalent just now. Since architecture has 
returned to many of its primitive conditions 
the colonial home witha few modern adap- 
tations is found to be just the place for com- 
fort and retirement and the simple living 
that the weary and jaded denizen of our 
busy cities most longs for. 

Just where Gunston Hall is situated is not 
clear to the minds of many persons even in 
this locality. 

Gunston Hall, one of the historic homes of 
the country, is on the banks of the Potomac, 
below Mount Vernon. Itisone of the most 
picturesque of old manor houses now in ex- 
istence. It was built in 1793 of Scotch brick 
brought tothe colony as ballast in empty 
tobacco ships. Itis solid in structure and 


non and Gunston, past many historic scenes, 
is one of surpassing loveliness just now. 

As the steamer rounds-to there is a glimpse 
of Arlington, the national cemetery, on the 
Georgetown Heights, where the Romanesque 
front of the old Lee mansion shone amid the 
trees. Then the city of Washington fades in 
picturesque recession as we near the United 
States Arsenal, with its old stuceo houses 
and beautifully kept grounds, willow-fringed 
and serenely forgetful of its stormy days 
gone by. This place was stormed in 1814 by 
the British, and during the civil war it was 
the scene of tue culminating horror of the 
Lincoln assassination, for here Mrs. Surratt 
was hanged.

stones carved with names from the long 
forgotten past. 

Then old Fort Washington, ivy-grown and 
gray, is passed and the tolling of the steam- 
er’s bell announces we are nearing Mount 


richly ornamented in the interior with wood 


Vernon. The river broadens here, and los- 
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earvings after the fashion of the period in 
which they were constructed. 

Its frst owner and occupant, George 
Mason, was a politician and a member of the 
Continental Congress in the days when the 
term politician and patriot were synony~- 
mous. 

He originated the noble paper called the 
**Virginia Bili of Rights. and in the interval 
of his distinguished services in Congress 
spent his time at his home on the Potomac. 

History tells of the Washington family 
going over to Gunston forthe then custom- 
ary tea drinkings, which were returned in 
kind inthe simpie neighborly fashion that 
belonged to life in old Virginia. 

The visitor to our National. city finds its 
environments so rich in historic interest 
that the wonder is how so many traces of 
the colonial past should survive, in 
other parts of our country they are being ob- 
literated by the steady march 
ment, but here where the atmos: 
conducive to content and eas, 5 
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ing its character of fresh and running water 
it gives, by dark and greeenish hue and sall- 
ing craft, indications of its proximity to the 
bay. There is life in every breath and beauty 
in the expanding stream. The 800 acres that 
surround Gunston Hall have also been pur- 
chased by Nr. and Mrs. Specht. These fields, 
covered with fertile bloom and noble groves, 
area prospect of rare beauty as seen from 
the river. 

To the lovers of old homes it may be of in- 
terest to add that Gunston Hall still presents 
the appearance externally that it did in the 
old historic days, but it has been restored 
and adapted to moderm comfort and con- 
venience without marring its original de- 
sign.

A well-known St. Louis society girl who 
has been abroad forsome time was a pas- 
sengeronthe steamer and had an opportu- 
nity to study the Duke during the six days of 
the voyage. 

THE DUKE’S PECULIARITIES. 

The young lady consented talk to a SUNDAY 
Post-DISPATCH reporter about the peculiar- 
ities of the nation’s guest upon her return to 
St. Louis yesterday. ‘‘I was not much im- 
pressed with the Dukeorany of them for that 
matter, and am a little surprised at the man- 
ner in which he is being lionised in New 
York. Heis of a soggy, morose disposition, 
and is not the least bit handsome. There is 
nothing about him which suggests the ideal 
Duke of the love story. The Duke isa disap- 
pointment. He hasa large, awfully large 
nose, and great big ears that set out from his 
head. Then he is very proud of his ancester 
and considers that the accident of his birth 
makes him superior to auybody else. One 
instance which shows this trait is very 
funny. When we arrived in New York, the 
Admiral of the United States Navy came 
down the bay to meet us on a tugboat of 
some kind fall of yellow and other colored 
fags. It looked like a quarantine boat. The 
Admiral came on board to meet the Duke and 
looked around for the Duke. Some 
one went and told the nobleman 
that the United States representative was 
on board to meethim. ‘Let him come to me. 
I shall not go to him; I am the greater, 
sald bis Dukeship, and the Admiral had to 
be taken around the boat to where his Duke- 
ship was. 

The Duchess did not come on deck once 
during the trip and I did not see her. Those 
who saw her said she was a very ordinary 
looking woman, and was not their idea of a 
Duchess at all. The two children, however, 
made friends all over the steamer. The girl 
is about 15, very pretty, olive complexion 
and big black eyes, dark hair and a pretty 
mouth. The doy is a few gears younger and 
is a handsome young fellow, not at all like 
his father. The whole party wore yellow 
Macintoshes during the voyage and when 
they were together it must have looked like 
we were flying the cholera flag to the ships 
a mile or so away which we passed. One of 
the officers of the ship, speaking of the 
party, said: ‘Idon’tknow who is golag to 
pay the passages for the Duke’s party; so far 
nobody has pald a cent and unless the Gov- 
ernment does the company will de out.’ 
There were three or four kodaks on board, 
andevery time the Duke or his party were 
doing anything somebody would take a snap 
at them. The Duke was not lHonized 
by any person on board. He was 
treated as a very ordinary mortal and in that 
connection another incident comes to me. 
While the Duke was in conversation with 
Sig. Bogglant, an Italian artist, who is Italy’s 
Art Commissioner forthe World’s Fair, he 
remarked: ‘Oh dear! this is very tiresome, 
allthis honor. IwishI might travel asan 
ordinary mortal.’ 

Before the Duke became known to the pas- 
sengers, a Turkish carpet merchant was 
made the subject of the kodak fiends. It 
was very funny the way they followed him to 
get a good snap at him. 

A story about the Duke’s mother was 
told on ship board and was assigned asa 
reason for his morose disposition. When the 
Duke was quite a young man, his father died 
and shortly afterward his brother died, nar 
rowing the family down to himself and one 
brother. The death of his father and brother 
so affected his mother that she refused to be 
comforted and entered a religious institution 
taking the vow of seclusion. The Duke and 
his brother went frequently to call on their 
mother, but she refused to break her vows. 
At last they heard that she was sick and lia- 
ble to die. She still refused to see them and 
they went to Rome and received a dispensa- 
tion from the head ofthe church. They re- 
turned just a few hours before she died. But 
they did not see her. The Sister Superior ad- 
vised the mother that the thought of the world 
should be cast aside and that the test of her 
faith was before her. The mother refused to 
see her sons and died a few hours later, This 
act has, itis said, saddened the Duke’s life. 
The whole family are very religious.

The scenario was completely sketched out 
before a line of the libretto was written. We 
chose as the time of the action a period of 
great political uncertainty in Mexico. Until 
Aug. 23, 1821, Mexico was under the domina- 
tion of Spain. By the treaty of Aquala she 
became independent, and Augustine Ytwe- 
bide was selected as President of a Provis- 
ional Junta. 

THE CHARACTERS. 

In May of the year following he was pro- 
claimed Emperor, In the December fol ow. 
lug the Republic was proclaimed at Vera 
Cruz. In March of 1823 he was 
compelled to abdicate and went to Europe. 
In July of the following year he returned 
and made an attempt to regain his power, 
but was shot at Tampico. You see, in those 
days the Mexicans were changing govern- 
ments as often asthey changed their clothes 
perhaps oftener. It is during these trouble- 
some times that the action of the opera takes 
pease. The characters are Jacinta, the 

eroine, atropical beauty. Her chaperone 
isa maiden aunt, Inez, and her lover is 
Morellus, a naval commander. The man who 
makes trouble between the young couple is 
Delgado, the Alcalde or Governor of Colima. 
He has a daughter, Blanca, who is beloved 
by Miguel, the Commander of the Guards, 
who is friendly to Morellus. The Alcalde’s 
shadow is Metapec,the Censor of Morals, 
who furnishes the luw comedy. The story is 
simple. 

THE STORY. 

»The play opens with a sceneinthe plaza or 

ublic square at Manzanillo. Morellus has 

ust come back from a sea voyage and learns 
of the political changes that have occurred 
during his@bsence. The flag he flew depart- 
ing is not the emblem of the government 
in power on his return, but he is 
very popular with the townspeople and 
sings them a rollicking nautical ballad. The 
Alcalde comes on a visit to Manzanillo and 
falls in love with Jacinta. Inez, her aunt, 
has a lurking affection for the Governor,who 
does not feel kindly toward her, but Metapec, 
his moral adviser, has a violent affection for 
her, which she spurns haughtily. When the 
Alcalde discovers that Marellus and Jacinta 
are lovers he orders the arrest of the ad- 
miral, taking the incident of the treasonable 
flag asa pretext. The finale ofthe first act 
is the arrest of Morellus aud the separation 
of the lovers. | 

In the second act whichis set before the 
garrison at Colima Morellus and Miguel plot 
the overthrow of the Alcalde. Jacinta is in- 
formed of the plans and when the Alcalde 

resses his suit she accepts him. Later he 

nds her and Morellus in an affectionate at 
titude but they succeed in allaying his sus- 

iclons only to have Metapec burst in and in- 
orm the Governor of the pilot against him. 
Morellus is ordered to be shot but before he 
isdragged awayto execution a messenger 
arrives telling ofthe death of Yturbide and 
the appointment of Morellusas Alcalde to 
succeedi Delgado. The lover generously par- 
dons his rival who seeks solace from Inez, 
Miguel gets Bianca and Metepee is 
the only one left out in the connuDital climax. 
Being the censor of morais, he is in a position 
to appreciate the fact that virtue is its own 
reward,.’’ 

A HUMOROUS SIDE. 

A glance at Mr. Lepere’s libretto shows that 
around this simple love story he has woven a 
wealth of bright comedy, strong situations 
and cleverly constructed surprises. 

A very comic incident occursinthe first 
act. The Alcalde has been trying to shake 
Metapec,in order to go off and serenade 
Jacinta. Metapec has been trying to do the 
saine thing, in his 
voice under The 
Alcade posts himself Jacinta’s 
window and after paying his respects to the 
leech Metapec starts up his song to a mando. 
lin accompaniment. Metapec heaves insight 
on the other side of the house and after abus- 
ing the Alcalde strikes his guitarand sings to 
Inez. A burlesque love duet between the 
two follows. Moreillus, whois in the house 
making love to Jacinta, pokes his head out to 
see what the fuss is about. He keeps up a 
running fire ofcomic aside during the music 
and announces in female tones that he will 
descend. The two lovers rush to the door 
and meeta third, making an embarassing 
but amusing denouement. ‘Mr. Lepere’s 
dialogue is condensed and witty, his metri- 
cal pumbers are smooth and bright. He has 
endeavored to so pause his measure as to 
make it adaptable to Mexican music. 

L THE SsOLOsS. 

Inez, the haughty grandee, bas an air in 
the first act that is a fair sample of Mr. 
Lepere’s graceful muse. The verses have the 
delicate, refined beauty of old Spanish lace. 
She sings:

REMINISCENCé8 OF BOOTH. 


Frank L. Ridgeley, the Great Actor’s 
Schcolmate—Booth’'s Great Failure. 

The iliness ot Edwin Booth, America’s 
greatest and best beloved actor, and the im- 
minent danger of his passing away from the 
scenes of his life-long triumphs, make every 
incident of his eventful career, every trait of 
his noble character and each reminis- 
cence of ‘his genius matters of profound 


interest just at this time when all admirers 

of the man and his art are awaiting with 

bated breath the latest mews from the bed- 
In few citieshas the 


glorify it. Mr. Frank L. Ridgely is one who 
remembers Booth asa boy. They attended 
school together at st. Timothy’s in Baltimore, 
Md. Looking back through all the 
years that have passed since then the mem- 
ories of Booth’s schoolmates recall that hi 
boyhood was a fair promise of his future. 
The boy was father to the man. Genial and 
gentie among his friends, he was also studi- 
ous and thoughtful. His face was even then 
striking on account of its intellectuality, and 
he attracted attention in the midstof his 
„ I remember Booth very 
a oboy,’’ said Mr. 
became great 
have remained so eversince. Whenever he 
Came to St. Louis I went to see him, and once 
Icalledon him at the Players’ Club in New 
York. He never forgot the old days and was 
always gladtoseems. That wasone of his 
characteristics — cordiality to old friends. 
Booth had little education except that which 
he gave himself. His fatner was an erratic 
genius, never very well off, and his son left 
school ata very early age. Junius Brutus 
Booth bequeathed his children nothing but 
his genius, and Edwin Booth made the most 
ofthat. He u. pursued his studies 
and was an actor from the first. His earliest 
appearances marked himas a man of uncom- 
mon talent. Of course he had not then the 
culture and subtle wer that characterized 
his acting in later life, but he was brilliant. 
After his school days I used to see him in 
Washington and have seen him in 
many of his plays. I was at the 
capltal when a number of Congressmen 
and other Federal officials requested the 
young actor to play King Lear. e complied 
and made a great hit. That was the 
first time that he ever appearedin the role 
that afterwards became one of his greatest. 
The performance that madethe greatest im- 
pression upon me was when he played with 
is two brothers at the Winter Garden in 
New York. The play was ‘‘Julius Cesar.’’ 
All the world knows Edwin Booth’s history. 
though. If I could add anything that would 
redound to hiscrecit 1 would do it, because 
nothing too warm could be said in his praise. 
He dia more for the art than 
any other man ever accomplished. 
hie spent his vast fortune inan endeavor to 
elevate the drama and he carried through 
his part. The great Booth’s Theater enter- 
prise in New York was a fallure, but it was 
not Booth’s fault. He putonthe best _— 
in a manner never before attempted and em- 
ployed the best talent, with himself at the 
head. Butit was not destined to succeed. 
The stringency of the timesand other unto- 
ward circumstances interfered and Booth 
lostall. The gift of the Players’ Club was a 
hey offer. Hegave everything that had 
een presented to him wherever he had been 
through ail his life and every article of inter- 
est and value that he had collected, so that 
it is now the most interesting place for actors 
in the world. ’’ 

Mr. Ridgely was asked lf he had not cor- 
responded with Booth, andifhe had in his 
possession any letters from him. He an- 
swered that he had stilla letter from the ac- 
tor written forty years ago, but, upon ing 
asked if he would permit itto be published, 
he said that he looked upon it as personal be. 
tween himself and the writer. He said, 
though, that in the letter Mr. Booth strongly 
advised all young men who had anything 
else before them to refrain from going on the 
stage. This seems strange advice from one 
who almost idolized the stage, but Mr. 
Ridgely would throw no further light upon 
the matter, and declined to discuss it. Itis 
more than likely that it was written In a 
moment of discouragement caused by the 
difficulties which barred the way to great suc- 
cess in those days, for Edwin Booth must 
even then have felt that the stage was the 
stepping stone to fame for genius. The per- 
formance of Julius Cesar at the Winter Gar- 
den Theater, to which Mr. Ridgely referred, 
was glven as a benefit to the Sanitary Com- 
mission at the outbreak of the war.

John W. Norton ofthe Grand Opera-house 
was a member of Edwin Bocoth's company 
at Booth’s Opera house for three years. 
Like all others who have been associated 
with the tragedian he remembers him as the 
ideal actor and man. Although the public 
is informed of the main facis of that great 
enterprise, said he, people have forgotten 
how really great it was. It failed peray De- 
cause of the scarcity of money in circulation 
and partly because Booth mana things 
such a magnificent and costly scale. 
on tragedy as it never has 
the history of the drama. They talk 
now of the scenic successes of the 
leading players of the present time 
but they cannot compare with the wonderfu 
effects at Booth’s. Yeurs have dimmed the 
uster of Booth’s accomplishments and the 
ater lightsobscure the vision. Bat those 
who know will say that there were never 
such completeness of detail and splendid re- 
sults from an artistic and realistic stand- 
point as witnessed in what is known as 
Booth’s great failure. It took him three 
years to prepare the scenic effects for one of 


his plays. 

„Mr. Booth was a peculiarly modest 
and retiring man. During all the time 
that I Knew him he ‘associated 
almost entirely with members of his own 

rofession, that is, with those who had 

rains, but he never accepted popular dem- 
onstrations, dinners or receptions from 
others except, perhaps, artists and men of 
letters. He rareiy spoke of himself and 
would have biushed like a woman at a dis- 
play or demonstration in his favor.

I — to catch him, 
and clambering u s back rode him 
triumphantly again to the show grounds. 
From that moment the circus fever was on 
me, and the next summer when my oppor- 
tunity came, off I went to be the agent’s as- 
sistant. I have been pretty much everything 
since, from proprietor down to mere 
hanger-on.’’ He continued, and told of 
the old days when traveling was done by 
wagons,

PORIZE iE, BUT MUST CHOOSE A COURSE. ©

But Permanent Relief From Financial Ita 


Can Only Come Through a chante of 
the Laws—A New System Demand:d— 
The Ideal Ourrener and How Con- 
gress Can Make It. 0 


NEw Tonk, April 23.—At last the events for 
which all thinking men in this country have 
been waiting have come to pass. There is no 
denying thatwe are at the present time in 
the first stages of a currency crisis. This is 
no temporary scare; no cloud to be blown 
away by a favoring wind. The silver ques- 
tion is right with us. It is howling lustuy 
for solution. It wil not be quieted with 
pap nor gingerly compromises. This is 
one of the crises is the life of a nation 
which calls for heroic {treatment. If the 
men whom we have hired to make our laws 
and to administerthem prove themselves to 
be worthy of the trust given to them, they 
will settle the question. If they show the 
same tendencies to shuffie and temporize 
that have characterized their predecessors 
during the past twenty years in their treat- 
ment of the curreney question, we believe 
that public opinion is now sufficiently aroused 
to force them to right action. 

The American public is a big, broad- 
minded, good-natured thing. It wii let you 
step on its tall, pull its ears and impose on it 
generally and will not take the trouble to 
object. But, when once filled with righteous 
indignation and roused to action, it is prob- 
ably the greatest human power the world 
has ever known, It is now learn ing finance 
very fast. Financeisnot an abstruse sub- 
ject. The elementary principles of the cur 
rency are easily acquired. The reputable 
press of the country, irrespective of party, 
ison the right side. The press has been 
working to educate the people. Whatit has 
not accomplished sad experience soon will, 
for the baneful effects of a silver crisis, if we 
are to have one. will fall the heaviest on 
those whose representatives in Congress ;are 
responsible for the present laws—on the 
small farmers of the West and South, on the 
laborers and, generally speaking, on the 
portionofthe community which can least 
afford a long period of hard times. 

The Administration finds itself with its 
nose to the grindstone. It must choose a 
course at once. That course seems so clear 
that it is hardly to be wondered at that 
financiers were astonished and disgusted 
with the equivocating circular issued by Mr. 
Carlisle on Thursday. First, the Secretary of 
the Treasury must face the music. A Wash- 
ington dispatch this week represents him as 
much wrought up over the situation. Why 
should he be? He did not make the laws. 
He need not apologize for them. His only 
duty is to carry them out fearlessly in the 
spirit in which they were made, always re- 
membering that a nation’s credit is as pre- 
cious as a woman’s honor. All that anyone 
can ask him do to Is to keep the Government’s 
faith with its people and with the people of 
other nations. As long as he has gold in 
the Treasury he should redeemin gold such 
obligations as the spirit of the laws demand 
should beso redemed. That is all he need 
do. In performing this simple duty he will 
stand before the people as the calm and dig- 
nified statesman they thought him to be. 
When they see him worrfed and anxious. is- 
suing meaningless, evasive and unnecessary 
statements, stirring about to borrow a few 
hundred thousand dollars in gold from ac- 
commodating Western banks to keep up a 
phantom gold reserve, their first thought is 
not that ofa dignified statesman. And when 
they note his frantic efforts to stem the tide 
events, to counteract great forces 
like the Sherman lawand an adverse trade 
balance, they are bound to think of Mrs.

When it 
shall have been depleted to a point which 
seems to demand replenishment, then may 
be the time to lesue bonds under the act of 
1875, provided he is sustained by the best 
legal opinion inthe belief that de has the 
power to do so, or to persuade the President 
to cali an extra session of Congress in order 
that authority fora bond issue may be ob- 
tained. 

Of course these things are only temporary. 
Permanent relief can come only through a 
change in our currency laws. The simple re- 

eal of the Sherman law will not, ia the opin- 
on of those who should Know best,suffice. We 
should have a new currency system. All the 
noxtous mess of currency laws passed during 
the last thirty years, the fruits of ignorance, 
demagogism and self interest, should 
rooted outand a new system should take 
their place, simple and sound, founded 
on the constitution and on natural 
laws, in which every dollar shall be 
equal in value to every other dollar at home 
and abroad. What this new system shall be 
itis the duty of our servants in Washington 
to determine. We have hired them to make 
laws for us and to execute them. Buta few 
things about the new system may be inferred. 
It is very evident that the present Congress 
will neither repeal the Sherman law nor pass 
a new law, unless the latter makes at least as 
much provision for the use of sllver as money 
as does the Shermanlaw. Hence while intel- 

men may differ theoretically 
question whether silver should 
in our currency, they 
agree practically that it 
must be so used. Again, many of our emi- 
nent financiers favor a currency of National 
bank notes, provided that the National benk 
act be so amended as to provide fora new 
issue of Government bonds and to make it 
worth the while of the banks to take our cir- 
culation. But the 8 of the country 
at large against the National Banks and 
againstany extension of their privileges is 
generally recognized. Before it can be over- 
come a new and a — different sort of 
Congress must be elected. By the process 
of elimination we arrive at the con- 
clusion that the new system must 
provide for the use of silver as money and 
must be a system based on the hard money 
idea. Our constitution makes no provision 
tor any other. it does not contemplate a 
system based on Government indebtedness. 
It authorizes Congress to borrow money on 
the credit of the United States, but this is 
plainly not for currency purposes, but in 
order to raise revenue. The greenbacks are 
not really money. They represent the gov- 
ernment’s borrowings in time offneed. The 
continuance of the system and the reissue or 
the notes is a monstrous mockery of the con- 
stitution and of common sense. 

The constitution authorizes the Govern- 
ment to coin money and to regulate the 
value thereof and of foreign coin and fix 
the standard of weight and measure. This 
is the extent of the authority granted by the 
constitution. This is enough. The ideal 
currency is that which grows naturally out 
of the necessities of trade. It expands and 
contracts in accordance with these necessi- 
ties. The Government has nothing whatever 
to do with it except that it . stamps 
the coins and ‘ regulates their values 
in order that business m trans: 
acted honestly. Under the eal currency 
2 provided by the constitution owners 
of gold or silver bullion could take 
same to the mint, have it coined, take away 
the coins and put them into circulation.

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THE STOCK MARKET. 

‘NEw Tonk, April 22.—The Evening Post says 
financially: On the whole, to-day’s was a 
very quiet stock market, sharpiy contrasting 
with the violent convulsions of yesterday. It 
opened merely heavy and with some signs of 
covering by the shorts, and the break of the 


last hour was neither untversal nor generally 
demoralizing. The weakness at the close, 
indeed, was based on a seeming paradox, for 
the factor most important in the market of 
the day was the sudden advance.in loaning 
rates for stocks. Onany ordinary reasoning 
such an advance would be propitious in the 
extreme forthe future course of prices. It 
reflects what everybody now knows to 
exist, an enormously expanded short inter- 
est. But in the strange financial tangle, any 
abnormal situation is subject for uneasi- 
ness, and in the face of the higher loahing 
rates, there was not only selling for the 
account, but an actual and heavy renew 
short sales. The tender of. $4,000,000 bank 
gold to the Treasury, reported in the late 
dispatches, was not generally known in Wall 
street before the close. The bank statement, 
though quite overlooked in the day’s trading, 
was lavorable in a high de- 
gree. The financial stress has 
drawn to New York during the week 
exceptionally large amounts of legal tenders 
from the West and South, where, indeed, all 
the domestic exchanges are distinctly In this 
city’s favor. At present, however, the 
movement simply shows a curious circle of 
financiering, by which the interior banks pay 
gold into the Treasury for notes and ship the 
notes to New York City, where they are pres- 
ently used to draw out of the Treasury this 
identical Western gold and ship it to meet 
exchange. 

As might have been expected, the sterling 
exchange market, the real center of the 
week’s monetary sensations, changed this 
morning into a state of distinct weakness. 
That yesterday top rates were abnormally 
high, was plain to all observers. The posted 
sight rate of 49042, a figure never touched in 
eight years past, reflected simply a panic 
among remitters, encouraged, not improba- 
bly, by manipulative bidding up of rates. To 
cool-headed bankers the chance for a profit- 
able ‘‘turn’’ in sterling was such as had not 
presented itself half a dozen times siuce the 
resumption of specie payments. 

It was noticed in this column yesterday 
that bankers with heavy London credits at 
the height of the day’s excitement drew ex- 
change freely and sold at the market. When 
it was learned that the Government was still 
accepting Treasury notes for gold, other 
bankers, equally observant, went promptly 
short of exchange. Neither of these opera- 
tions involved the shipment of gold, and the 
best witness to the dctual violence of the de- 
mand was the fact that this fresh supply of 
dDills, coupled , the heavy sales 
against to-day’s shipments, only 
relaxed and did not utterly break 
the strain. The situation thus 
is clear. So overwhelming was the day’s de- 
mand for bills and socompletely have the 
wants of importers been anticipated for a 
week or more to come, that, barring a gen - 
eral panic, decline in next week’s rates ts 
simply inevitabie. If ponds were to be sold 
abroad by our Government a break of 
doubled rapidity must follow. The situa- 
tion, all things considered, has been one of 
the most extraordinary in financial history.

For Better Water. 
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A New Pian for Draining Leadville Mines 
Proposed—A New Corporation Organ- 
ized—Gold in the Mosquito Section— 
Ehipments From Iowa Gulch D strict. 


LEADVILLE, Colo., April 22,Any system 
proposed that will have for its object the 
drainage of the great mines of this camp, at 
once becomes a topic of interest bere, and a 
plan, recently proposed, and one that seems, 
to havea deal of merit in it, is now being 
discussed by some of the prominent mining 
men of this section, It das been proved by 
Statistics published in the Posr. Drtsraron, 
Jan. 1 of this year, that the money expended 
in the past two years alone in endeavoring to 
overcome the water would go quite a dis- 
tance in constructing a main tunnel that 
would last at least twenty years and would 
be profitably utilized for shipping and mining 
purposes as well as drainage, It is now sug- 
gested thatacompany be organized com- 
posed of five or even ten of the largest com- 
panies here, with a capital stock of $2,000,000, 
one-half of this capital stock to be retained 
in the company’s treasury. It is stated in 
the proposition that with $1,000,000 a tunnel 
41-7 miles long cbuld be constructea, the lo- 
cation to be in Empire Guich ata point 9,250 
feet in altitude. By such locatiog the tunnel 
would run chiefly through a mineralized sec- 
tion, the first mile of the tunnel to be run 
directly under the Bohn, Penrose 
and Sixth Street properties and giving a 
drainage of 775 feet under the Court- 
house here. It is estimated that this tunnel 
can be constructed ata cost of $712,800. In 
the plans submitted it is calculated that the 
drainage water could be used to run an 
electric plant that would supply power to 
every millin thecombination. A concentra- 
ting mill and other necessary plants to be 
erected would bring the total cost up to $900,- 
000, and there would still be remaining $100,- 
000 of the first $1,000,000 for mining purposes. 
Many other smaller but important results are 
described inthe plans were such a combi 
nation effected, anditis generally conceded 
thatthe production of the camp would be 
greatly increased; the leasing system would 
be largely increased and the Leadville ba- 
sin would be worked by at least twenty pro- 
ducing shafts.

PIRATES RUN DOWN. 


The Good Work Dons by a War Junk 
of the Chiness Navy. 


Saw Francisco, Cal., April 22.—A Chinese 
war junk, disguised as a merchantman, cap- 
tured near Tachow Island recently a form- 
idable band of pirates who for the past 
eight or nine months had made them- 
selves by theirferocity and bloodthirstiness 
the terror of all junks trading between 
Ningpo, Tachow and Wenchow. Ot the 


fifty-one pirates on board the buccaneering 
craft, onl eleven men were 
captured alive, the remainder be- 
ing killed in a desperate attempt 
to repulse the attack of the sailors on board 
the war junk, who though inferior in num- 
bers to the pirates NN attacked the 
enemy andfinally gained a bloody victory, 
losing twenty-five of their forty 
fightin men on board, includ- 
ing he captain and the second 
officer of the war junk. A curious incident 
in connection with the case is the capture or 
death of thirteen Buddbist monks, who 
were found fighting side by side with the 
pirates pro to the most desperate 
men in the lot. These monks are very 
probably the same band that made a raid 
upon a nunne near Tingpai in December 
last and carried away the youngest and 
prettiest. of the votaries, gagging 
the ugly ones in a cruel manner, 
and throwing them under the great altar, 
wherethe poor creatures were fouad two 
days afterwards nearly famished to death.

Reeppointed by Welbridge. 
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EXTRACTS FROM-HER STATUTES SHOW- 
ING HER MEROILESS CRUELTY. 


(ur. George Kennan has sent to the SUNDAY 
Post-DisPaTcu acopy ofthe argument which he 
prepared and usea against the ratification of the 
Ruagian treaty, which the Czar, on his part, signed 
on Friday. It contains extracts from the Russian 
statutes showing what terrible punishment is law- 
fully inflicted for acts which Americans consider the 
right of every human being. } 
* It is a well-established principle ot inter- 

national law that an extradition treaty 
ought not to be concluded, or, at least, can- 
not safely be concluded, between nations 
whose systems of criminal jurisprudence are 
notin accord, and whose political institu- 
tions are based upon mutually contradictory 
and antagonistic conceptions of the citizen's 
relation to the State. Bluntschli, in discus- 
sing this question, says: ; 

The more closely States are connected in their 
legal institutions aad their fundamental conceptions 
of criminal law the less dangerous is it that they 
should mutually recognize the duty of surrendering 
criminals, and the more widely will the practice of 
doing so extend. On the other hand, the more 
divergent their legal eonceptions and institutions 
are from each other the more dificult it is to satisfy 
the necessary conditions for extradition, so that at 
the last it disappears. [‘*Biuntschli Droit Iuter. 
nat, p. 521, and Bar’s Internat Law,’’ p. 723.) 

The Institute of International Law which 
met at Oxf in 1880, and included among 
its members delegates from allof the Euro- 
pean powers, declared that extradition may 
be madea meansof insuring the good ad- 
ministration of penal justice if it be prac- 
ticed between States whose criminal legis- 
lation rests on analogous bases and which 
have mutual confidence intheir judicial in- 
stitutions. [Lorimer’s Institutes of the 
Law of Nations. Vol. I., p. 837.] 

In View of the recent ratification by the 
Senate of an extradition treaty with the Gov- 
ernment of Russia, the question may prop- 
erly be asked: Is the criminal legislation 
ofthe United States based upon the same 
principles which underlie the criminal legis- 
lation of Russia, and have weany reason to 
feel confidence in the judicial institutions of 
the Russian Empire?’’ 

In order tosupply the readers of the SUNDAY 
Post-DIsPaTcH with trustworthy material for 
ananswertothis question, Isend you here- 
with careful translations of the sections of the 
Russian Penal Code which relate to political 
offenders, of the law which defines the 
powers of the Russian Governors and 
Governors-General in provinces where a 
state of siege has been proclaimed, and of 
the so-called ‘‘Rules for Exile by Adminis- 
trative Process. Ihave made the transla- 
tions from the standard edition—Tagantsef’s 
—oOf the Penal Code, and from the officially- 
authorized publication of the law relating to 
the state of siege in the St. Petersburg 
Journal of Civil and Criminal Law. 

It is not known, I think, to American 
readers generally, and it was not Known, I 
presume, tothe Senators who voted for the 
ratification of the extradition treaty, that 
the most important part ofthe Russian Em- 
pire, including the great Provinces of St. 
Petersburg, Moscow, Kiev, Kharkoff, Podolia, 
and Volhynia have been under martial law 
ever since the present Ozar came to the 
throne—that is, throughout a period of 
nearly twelve years. 

By the provisions of this law Russian Gov- 
ernors and Governors-General are empow- 
ered to remove from the civil to the military 
tribunals any case or class of cases that they 
may wish to deal with by summary process, 
andtosend beforea field court-martial for 
trial behind closed doors any extradited 
criminal fromthe United States. They are 
also empowered dy this law and by the Penal 
Code to issue imperative regulations“ 
with regard to all matters which concern 
the safety of the State; to punish at 
there own discretion for violations of such 
regulations; to prohibit all public, social 
and private meetings; to close either tem- 
porarily or permanently,all stores, factories, 
and foundries; to make searches and seizures 
without legal process in all habitations and 
without exception; to exile all obnoxious 
persons by administrative process, and 
to send to the Siberian mines all 
persons who question the rights of 
the Czar, who condemn the Russian form of 
government, or who desire, at a more or 
less remote time in the future,’’ to change 
that form of government for one more in 
harmony with the civilization of the nine- 
teenth century. [See Russian laws below.] 

Now, Can it be asserted, with any show of 
reason or piausibility, that this system of ad- 
ministering justice by means of secret court- 
martials and tempering it with the grace of 
Governors-General has anything whatever in 
common with the orderly, equitable, strictly 
defined system of criminal jurisprudence 
which prevaiis in the United States? Can it 
be maintained for a moment, in- view 
of the arbitrary and despotic lawlessness 
which characterizes the kKussian state 
of siege, chat Russia and America 
are states whose criminal legislation 
rests on analogous bases and which have 
mutual confidence in each other’s judicial 
institutions?’’ Tried by the test which 
Bluntschli prescribes, is not the pending ex- 
tradition treaty with Russia a dangerous ex- 
periment, as well as a humiliating surrender 
not only of American, but of Anglo-Saxon 
principies?

A law which at present is attracting a 
great amountof attention all over the coun- 
try is whatisknownas the ‘‘Corrupt Prac- 
tices Act, which was passed by the Mis- 
sour! Legislature the last session. The law, 
if carried out, will revolutionize the election- 
eering system now in vogue among candi- 
dates and relegate the ward heelerana party 
boss to the background.

She 
easily borrowed money to go to see her in- 
heritance, and before setting out she

CONCEALED IMAGES. 


Pictures I nw‘s bly Frinted on Glass Re 
vealed bs the Breath. 

Written for the SUNDAY PostT- DISPATCH. 

When a piece of coin is placed ona glass 
plate and the whole subm itted to galvaniza- 
tion, a latent impression of the picture of 
that coin is obtained, which impression is in- 
visible under ordinary circumstances, and is 
only brought to view by breathing on the 


glass. 

Karsten of Berlin, Poggendorff, Grove and 
Mascart have madea study of that strange 
phenomenon, and of late Dr. Boudet of the 
International Society of Klectricians of Parts. 
M. W. C. Croft has taken up their experi- 
ments and enlarged upon them, and has ob- 
tained some very novel and interesting re- 
suits, which be has submitted to the Physical 


Society of London. 

M. Croft by avery simple and rapid pro- 
cess was able to obtain visible images by 
breathing on them. A plate of glass about 
eight inches square is laid on the table to act 
asaninsulator. In the middle of the glass is 
placed the piece of money of which it Is 
desiredto make an impression. It is held 
in place by means ofa tinband. Onthis 1s 
laid the glass plate on which the impression 
is to be made, with another piece of money 
on top of this, so thatthe experimental plate 
is the one between the two coins. It Is 
essential that the glass be of the polished 
kind and first-grade quality and thoroughly 
dried witha plece of leather. It makes no 
difference astothe coins used in the experi- 
ment. The tin band ‘and the coin are 
connected with the poles of a Wimshurst 
battery, and exposed to the galvanic 
shock for the space oftwo minutes. When 
the operation is finished no visible ng 
has been made in the glass, which might be 
discovered either with the naked eye or un- 
der the microscope, but as soon as it is 
breathed on either on one side or the other, 
a facsimile of the coin appears so plainly that 
even the inscription can be deciphered. Un- 
deran examination by the microscope it is 
seen that a humid film has settled over 
the entire surface, but the aqueous granula- 
tion increases in fineness as that part which 
corresponds with the image becomes 
Diacker. 

The permanency of the picture thus ob- 
tained is indefinite, but so long as the plates 
are carefully protected they last a — time, 
although the pictures become gradually ob- 
scure on account of the dust whicn settles 
upun them every timethey are exposed to 
the breath. M. Croft has in his possession 
Plates which reveal some strikingly distinct 
facsimiles after more than three years. 

This fundamental experiment is the basis 
fora number of variations, either that of 
multiplying the number of coins or galvaniz~ 
ing the Elass positively and negatively. 

Glass, however, isnotthe only substance 
which is thus impressed; quartz makes even 
a more perfect image, and one which is more 
lasting than the former, while mica and 
gelatine are but mediocre avents on account 
of the difficulty of polishing them. 

It is not always necees y to resort to the 
gaulvaniccurrent to pro.uce impressions of 
this kind, simple mechanical pressure being 
sufficient, as the following will show: By 
pressing a metal plate on a piece of mica, 
ireshiy split, for about thirty seconds, it will 
leave an invisible impression which breath- 
ing over it will Dring out. Laying a pieceof 
four on a silk thread or copper wire for eight 


— 


ours witha gentle pressure, breathing on 
the plate afterwards will bring to light a 
white line. Writing a name on an ordinary 
plece of paper, drying it well, and putting it 
under a plece of glass for ttree hours will 
cause the name to be imprinted invisibly on 
the plate, and becoming visible at the end 
ofthe allotted space by breathing on it. A 
nume traced on glass with an ivory point de- 
comes invisible, but responds to the breath 
by showing the Vora in black. Paper printed 
on one side and gently pressed between two 
pieces of glass without the use of electricity 
will develop into a perfect fac simile on each 
side of the glass, both positively and nega- 
tively. The printing must not be fresh, how- 
ever, but of long standing. Tie fac 
simile will appear either in white 
or black. This experiment is rather 
difficult to handle, and not successful unless 
accompanied by a very dry wind. Stars and 
crosses cut from paper and laid for several 
hours on a glass plate make some very dis- 
tinct latent pictures. A piece of paper folded 
several times in various ways develops on 
the glass an impression of the pleats. Heat. 
ing the glassseems to increase its sensitive - 
ness. 

The hypothesis is that some deposit matter 
is formed on the surface of the plate, or that 
some chemical Change takes place. The dts- 
appearance of the picture by cleaning or wip- 
ing the plate is attributed to the polishing 
ofthe surface. ‘The rapid effects obtained by 
evaporation er the galvanic cnarge seem to 
result in a*shock. which produces a change of 
particies much more intense than the slow 
action brought about by mechanical pres- 
sure, 

On the whole, all these explanations are 
merely hypothetical, andin order toarrive 
at the truth ofthe cause of this curious phe- 
nomenon itis necessary to gain a more per- 
fect knowledge of the mystery of the doc- 
trine of particles. 


Smelting and Castinr. 


A perfectly satisfactory system of smelting 
and casting by electricity is in use In Bahren 
told, Germany. This system is claimed to 
produce 1,000 hundredweight of finished cast 


metal, such as bronze, iron, steel, copper, 
brass, zinc, platinum, gold or silver, free 
Irom pores or Diow holes, every fifteen min- 
utes, Withan expenditure of 360 hundred- 
weight of coal. The fusion is effected by 
electricity in a furnace exhausted of air, the 
metal being run into molds, which 
are also exhausted, the vacuum 
being 92 per cent. For melting thirty 
pounds of iron in 45 minutes, 2,500 amperes 
and 2.5 volts were required; the current 
passes directly through the metal. Metallic 
electrodes are used, which, therefore, avoid 
contamination of the metal Dy carbon; oxl- 
dation and creation of air bubbles are 
avoided, and the refuse is reduced toa 
minimum; the metal becomes very liquid 
and, owing tothe vacuum, extremely close 
andfine castings are made. Tests of the 
castings made by the Geruian Government 
have shown very satisfactory results. Ky 
using 30,000 amperes and 60 volts (about 2,00) 
h. p.) the casting form will have u length of 
12 meters and a width of 6s meters, 
holding about 1% tons; such cast- 
ihgs could be produced in fifteen minutes. 
The consumption of coal its said to be but £0 
percent of that necessitated by the most 
perfect system in use at present; the use of 
water power would reduces the cost very 
materiaily. Ihe furnace exhibited was 6x3x3 
feet;two electrodes, apparently of wrought 
iron, are placed upright in the furnace; their 
surface is 9x¢inches. In this thirty pounds 
of pig iron were melted and cast in fourteen 
minutes, including the exhaustion, which 
was carried to 92 per cent; 2,500 to 3,000 
amperes and 2 to 2.5 volts were required; 
fusion began in about eight minutes.

‘Just that air necessary for its combustion 
when heated. which was absent in 
case of the unventilated coal. Coal 
which has been heated in the air and has be- 

n to coo] again is safe from further heat- 
ng; hence storing coal in theair for a suffi- 
cient time before loading is calculated to in- 
sure the safety of thecargo. The following 
conclusions were reached: First, the danger 
of spontaneous firing of coal in large 
lumps is very _ slight; it is much 
greater with smaller coal, and greater 
still with dust. The increase of danger is due 
to the larger extent of surface exposed to the 
air in proportion to the mass of the coal. 
Second, air-dried coal which contains more 
than 3 per cent of moisture is dan- 
gerous; if it contains less, the danger 
Giminishes. The moisture contained is a 
measure of the absorbent power of the 
coal for air. and the more absorbent the 
coal, the more dangerous. Third, the dan- 
ger is somewhat increased by the presence 
of pyrites, in large quantity. Fourth, newly 
won coal should be shielded from the air 
as much as ssible, to revent the 
ctiance of rapid heating, and for the same 
reason it is best not to stack it in large 
heaps, since retain the heat. Ventilation of 
the coal often adds greatly tothe risk of spon- 
taneous firing. Fifth, all external sources of 
heat, such as steam-pipes, bollers and hot 
flues in the neighborhood of the coal, add 
very greatiy to the risk. Spontaneous heat- 
ing becomes vastly more rapid when itis 
assisted from without. 


Largest inths World. 


St. Louis boasts of one of the largest elec- 
tric central stations in the world. It has 
19 bollers, more than 5,000 horse power of en- 
gines and dynamos and consumes nearly 100 


tons of coal perday. The dynamos are lo- 
cated on the third flour of the main building, 
where no less than 75 of these machines may 
be seen at work in a single room. The 
switchboard is 60 feet long. The area 
of the district served from this sta- 
tion is 50 square miles, within 
which are 2,100 municipal street lamps, 
supplied through 532 miles of wire. There 
are, besides these, 1,500 commercial lamps, 
with 240 miles of wire, making an aggregate 
of3,600 arc lamps. From the same station an 
area of thirty square miles is supplied by the 
alternating system with 20,000 incandescent 
lamps of sixteen candle- power each, some of 
which are over twelve miles distant. Finally 
there are twenty miles of wire in the power 
circuits, to which thus far about 250 horse- 
power of small motors have been attached, 
working at a potential of 500 volts. All the 
wires are overhead. 


Extent of the Use cf E ectricity. 
A directory of the electrical industries re- 
cently issued exhibits in a most striking 


manner the rapid growth and extended de- 
velopment of this department of mo lern 
progress. It appears that more than 1830 of 
the cities and towns of. the United States are 
now supposed with central-station electric 
plants, while the isolated plants number 
several thousands more, these being 
apparently in special favor in the textile 
industries; the street rallways using elec- 
tric power now number more than 500; more 
than fifty different establishments, some of 
them very large ones, are engaged in the 
manufactures of dynamos; while the produc- 
tion of insolated wire and other misceliane- 
ous supplies is enormous. It seems almost 
incredibie that such an industry could prac- 
tically have grown up as it has within the 
past fifteen years. 


Decorative Possibilities of Electricity. 
The bestnetic and decorative possibilities 
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Wasted Energy in Waves. 

The enormous mechanical energy in waves 
rolling in over 4 shelving beach has never yet 
attracted the attention it merits as a possibie 
source of Mechanical power. Now that elec- 


trical transmission of power has been carried 
to such a degree of practicability that a dis- 
tance of from ten totwenty miles from the 
source of power is no bar to the utilization 
of water power at ints thin 
these or even greater limits, it appears 
that the same amount of science 
and kin that has been applied to the solu- 
tion of the problem of mechanical flight 
should be able to give to the world the wave 
mill. A moment’s reflection will convince 
any mechanical mind that wave-power 
enough, and a great deal more than enough, 
daily goes to waste on Rockaway beach, to 
supply New York, Brootlyn and Jersey City 
with the heat, light and mechanical propul- 
sion required by these cities for all purposes. 


Metallic Tin on Cloth. 


A new process, invented in Germany, allows 
a brilliant and flexible stratum of tin to be 
deposited upon cotton fiber. A paste is first 
made of the powdered zinc of commerce and 


white of egg and spread on the material by 
means ofa brush. This is then coagulated 
after drying by a current or superheated 
steam and the tissue is then int uced into 
a bath cf perchioride ot tin. The metal pre- 
cipitates on the zinc in a finely divided state 
and after rinsing and drying the cloth ft is 
passed through cylinders or calenders which 
give brilliance to the coat of tin. Beautiful 
metallic designs may be obtained in this 
way. Itis stated that the process may be 
substituted entirely for the ordinary method 
of ornamenting cloth with tinfoil. 


Action of a Current on Fishes. 


In testing an alternator by connecting it to 
two metal plates immersed in a canal, it was 
noticed that when fishes came within the in- 
fluence of the current, they stiffened out and 


floated as it dead; from their length it was 
calculated they recéived from 5 to 10 volts; 
after floating down stream they were found 
to recover completely after about half an 
hour. a 


Paper Insulation. 

A single mile of suDmarine cable offers as 
much obstruction to the transmission ot 
telephonic conversation as twenty miles of 
pole line. This is due to the greatly ea- 


hanced effects of induction. Paper iInsula- 
tion is largely free from this objection, and 
this has led to its extensive employment on 
subterranean lines. 


ELECTRICAL NOTES. 


An exceedingly delicate and quick-reading 
electrical thermometer has recently been 
breught out in France. It is intended for 
clinical work and willl record variations in 
temperature at one-twentieth of a degree 
Centigrade. 

Over forty miles of wire will be used on 
board each of the two new big Cunarders, 
*‘*‘Campania’’ and ‘**Lucania,’’ for the elec- 
tric lighting. equipment. Each ship is to 
have a powerful search-light and about 
1,350 sixteen candle power incandescent elec- 
tric lamps. 

The total amount of light given by the 
electrical plant which will be used to illa- 
minate the World’s Fair grounds will ve 
equal to that given by 12,500,000 standard 
candles. b

Repeating, or the aiding, abetting, counsel- 
ing or the procuring of repeating in any way, 
is made punishable by from two to five years 
in the penitentiary. 

Sec. 6ofthe law regulates the amount of 
money to be expended by a candidate, The 
limitation is based on $500 for the first 5,000 
voters, and $2 per 100 voters up to 25,000, and 
$1 per 100 voters up to 50,000, and 50 cents per 
100 voters over 50,000.

St. Louis Criminal Court. Ferris was 
forced to trial and senteneed 
to five years in the peniten- 
tiary. Boogher, unable any longer to ootain 
continuance promiscuously took a change of 
venue. Lizzie Hotson, the midwife, indicted 
for manslaughter in May 1891 was at last 
obliged to appear before a jury. The in- 
dictment for murder in the second degree 
against Luke ©. O'Reilly, returned March 
1891 was nolle prosequied; and an 
altogether new indictment for muraer 
inthe first degree obtained. This will be 
pushed to a speedy trial. Patrick Bresnahan, 
indicted for enticement early in 1891, was 
obliged to take a change of venue to escape 
immediate trial when Judge Edmunds 
reached his case. Austin O’ Malley was tried 
for arson last week. His case had been 
dragging along since May, 1891.

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WORTH’S SUIT. 


THE DRESSMAKER IN COURT PROTECT- 
ING THE VALUE OF HIS NAME. 


Special Correspondence SUNDAY POSsT-DISPATCH. 

Paris, April 13.—Worth has been going 
through a novel experience lately, hav- 
ing been extensively **interviewed’’ 
on account of the recently closed law- 
suit in London, brought dy him against 
an .English firm of Worth et Cie., 
which had adopted the name of the famous 
Parisian house without any right or reason. 
They were not the agents of the real Worth, 
and they did not haveasingle person of the 
name of Worthin thefirm. As long as the 
head of the house, one Mrs. Bradley, adhered 
to her legitimate business, that of a corset 
maker, Worth of Paris never troubled his 
head about her. But when she took to mak- 
ing gowns and wraps, and making them very 
badly, the suit that has just been decided 
was brought against her. The whole affair 
was managed with Infinite skill and tact by 
M. Gaston Worth, who attends to the finan- 
cial department of the house. His father 
was in too delicate healt to undertake 
the journey to London, to say noth- 
ing of managing the complications 
of the law suit, The presiding 
judge paid a great many compliments to the 
representative of the great dressmaking 
establishment, and spoke in warm and ap- 
preciative terms of his world-wide renown, 
Some interesting points relative to M. Worth 
were mentioned during the trial. Thus we 
learned that he is now 67 years ofage, that he 
went into business for himself thirty-five 
years ago, and that, with the exception of 
Queen Victoria, every female monarch and 
Queen consort in Europe were counted 
amongst his customers. 

Mr. Worth will not directly contribute an 
exhibit to the Chicago exhibition, but a curi- 
ous display of dresses is to be made there, in 
whichanumber of his toilettes will figure. 
An enterprising American has organized an 
exhibition of the costumes worn in the differ. 
ent countries and cities of Europe. These 
will be shown, not upon manikins, nor even 
upon wax figures, but worn by young and 
gracefal women, adapted by their figures and 
their carriage to give due effect to the dresses, 
Paris being represented by some six or seven 
dresses made by Worth. He has never figured 
as a direct contributorin any European Uni- 
versal Exhibition, though a dress, invented 
and arranged by him when he was at the 
head of the work rooms of the Maison Gage- 
lin, won for that house the gold medal in the 
department of toilets at the Paris Univer- 
sal Exhibition of 1856. 

There are some striking innovations to 
chronicle tn the fashions of the present sea- 
son. One is the almost universal adoption of 
the bell skirt instead of the sheath 
skirt, a lining in horse-hair cloth being set 
inside and reaching to the wearer’s knee, to 
give the article its proper shape. Another is 
the revival of the costume, that is to say of 
walking dresses made with wrapsto match, 
either a Henri Deyx.mantie, or a short round 
or pointed cape. Tus jacket, once the recog- 
nized wrap for dresses of this kind, is worn 
in acontrasting color (and material as well) 
from the skirt. Oneof Worth’s latest crea- 
tions in the line of wraps is an ex- 
quisite carriage cloak or evening. wrap 
in velvet. It is of the Henri Deux 
shape, made full and reaching below the 
waistofthe wearer. The hue ofthe velvet 
is the palest possible shade of silvery green. 
On this ground is set three bands of mignon- 
ette green velvet in graduated widths, the 
edges cut at both sides in a shailow scroll 
pattern and bordered witha narrow line of 
embroidery in silver thread. A full wide 
lined ruff of the darker velvet encircled the 
neck and wasedged with a wide fringe in 
small looking-glass beads that continued the 
silvery effect of the embroidery. This lovely 
cloak was lined throughout with twilled 
surah ina delicate shade of pink. Less art - 
istic but more practical for average wearers 
was a series of short, very full cloaks and 
capes in biack net, embroidered and span- 
gied with jet, and finished with velvet yokes 
and ruffles and collars in divers colors 
apd in varying shapes. One of these, 
a Henri Deux cloak in accordion 
plaited black silk gauze, made with 
a yoke and full ruff in dahiia velvet, required 
full thirteen yards of gauze for its construc- 
tion, so immensely do the accordion plaits 
absorb material. 

Worth’s latest important creation isthe 
wedding dress destinedto de worn dy Miss 
Bradley Martin, whois shortly to be united 
to the Earl of Craven. It is composed of 
white satin and brocade, with a full direc- 
toire sash inthe first named material, en- 
circling the waist of the high-necked, 
long-sleeved brocade corsage, which is 
trimmed with curved ruffles of lace 
falling over the dust and has a bouguet 
of orange biossoms set at the side of the 
threat. Fiverows of orange blossoms ex- 
tend from the waist two-thirds of the way 
down the satin skirt front, where they ter- 
minate in bouquets set amongst the folds of 
a full flounce of lace. Under the edge of this 
flounce, and starting from the clusters of 
orange blossoms, curved garlands of the 
same flowers are continued around 
the skirt front at the hem. 
The train, the full corsage gathered 
at the waist and the sleeves are in 
white satin, brocaded with sprays of flowers 
in white faille. The latter are cut in deep 
slashes on the shoulders, the openings being 
filled with talle, and are finished at the waist 
with raffles of lace. 

Worth has also made for Mrs. Ayer lately 
a delicious toilet in point d’Argentan over 
satin ina faint and delicate shade of lilac, 
with sleeves aud collar in velvet of the 
same hue; set of by the lady’s 
beautiful pearls, the effect of this dainty 
dress was altogether charming.

I never saw such a rush in search of health 
in my life. It takes a pretty healthy person 
to go in search of his healtu, I often think. 

The train ahead of ours had fifteen sleeping 
cars and three engines, besides the coaches. 
The sleeping cars were so full, too, that in 
one car, filled almost entirely by ladies, they 
were dressing for over 350 miles in the morn- 
ing. One lady had to brush her hair on the 
Oakland ferry. She said that when she comes 
on earth again she hopes she will be a China- 
man. 

One finds the Chinese here quite frequently. 
They are divided by naturalists into two 
classes—viz, male and female. The female 
Chinaman goes bareheaded, The male wears 
a hat. Lately the Chinese have been pretty 
busy assassinating each other and thus en- 
dearing themselves to the people of Sun 
Francisco. 

Recently I met Mr. Hatch, the biggest fruit 
grower on the coast, I am told. He began to 
hort about eighteen years ago and was re- 
puted to have at that time about $10,000, but 
taking me by the arm and leading me out to 
the Cliff’ House, where the sound of the 
breakers drowned his voice, he admitted to 
me that he did not have that much. 

Now he is getting an income of $365,000 per 
year—$1,000 per day for the year, including 
Sundays. Every four years,when there is an 
extra day with no income, the poor man eats 
an orange. 

This proves thatany young man with per- 
severance and $10,000 mayin eighteen years 
by industry and economy, and by knowing 
as much as Mr. Hatch, provided the red scale 
does not break out on a large scale in his or- 
chards, be far beyond the reach of want. 

Itwas thought for many years that Mr.

The 
pepper tree, the camphor tree, the banana 
tree, the breadfruit tree and the oyster 
cracker tree all grow here in abundance and 
are pointed out to one by the driver, who 1s 
generally a pretty tertile man himself.

This 
tree during a continued rain, which some- 
times occurs in the Yosemite, expands, the 
celis filling with water rapidly and enlarging. 

Daniel Walton, a low and vulgar man, was 
hunting through the valley inthe spring of 
1878 with ill success, having killed nothing 
but grizzly bears, all of which were too large 
totake home. Ashecame up the valley a 
heavy rain set in, and it came on to rain, as 
it sometimes does in the rainless region of 
California. Seeing that it was growing 
worse, Walton stepped into this hole in 
the tree, and unbuckling a large thermal! 
belt which he wore and which contained 
cartridges he laid it aside and soon went to 
sieep. When heawoke he was surprised to 
see that the hole was almost closed up by the 
swelling ofthe wood cells of the tree. He 
was greatly alarmed, for he had no means 
whatever by which to escape from the tree 
and did not know when the storm would 
cease. Hefearedthat he would become a 
part of the tree possibly and some day be put 
into a sideboard or the topof a dar- counter 
perhaps. He fired his rifle several times out 
of the hole, but did not kill anything. As dark 
ness cameon and he felt the pan of 
hunger gnawing at his vitals he heard foot- 
steps passing by and rightly judged that the 
author of them could not be faraway. Look- 
ing out throu gh the aperture, he saw a man 
and spoke to bim in a glad tone. The voice 
coming out of a knothole not wholly closed 
up yet, startled the man, for he feared it 
was something supernatural.
